Important and interesting, 
former New Republic editor 
Andrew Sullivan's essay on 
AIDS in Sunday’s New York 
Times Magazine is bound to 
be controversial. He was 
very careful to make it clear 
that the plague has not 
ended, but his topic is the 
end of AIDS — which, some 
may feel, is irresponsible 
even to talk about. 

But it would be a shame if 
that is all the article is 
remembered for. Sullivan, 
who is HIV-positive, writes a 
moving account of how he 
and those he knows are 
dealing with a fact that has 
not yet settied into the 
national consciousness: that 
protease inhibitors may well 
turn AIDS from a certain 
killer to a chronic illness. The 
prospect has left him — and, 
he argues, the gay 
community — feeling lost. 
(See this issue’s One in Ten 
for an overview of the impact 
of AIDS in Boston over the 
last 15 years.) 

Sullivan's piece is 
noteworthy for its -beautiful 
writing and its honest, human 
stories. It speaks to truths 
which | had missed, despite 
all the reports of AIDS 
breakthroughs in the press.

the Boston College gambling scandal 

could have happened, but nobody is 
trying to explain why it happened. This 
isn’t about an absence of morals, or a loss 
of innocence, or athletes representing so- 
ciety’s worst. It’s a wake-up call. And if 
people listen, it could be a chance to fix a 
broken system. 

If colleges paid their athletes, maybe the 
players wouldn't feel the need to jeopardize 
their scholarships by making petty $20 bets 
or even — gasp! — betting against their 
own team. This isn’t the 1930s with gentle- 
man athletes and eight-game schedules. It’s 
1996, and big money’s at stake. Consider 
three points: 

e The term “student athlete” has become 
meaningless. “Student slave” might be a bet- 
ter term, because college basketball and 
football programs are virtual labor camps for 
the NFL and NBA. When a recent study 
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came out ranking the 10 most profitable 
sports franchises, sprinkled among such 
professional juggernauts as the Yankees and 
the Cowboys were Notre Dame and the 
University of Michigan. We’re talking about 
athletic programs that gross upward of $50 
to $60 million annually from marketing, 
sales, alumni contributions, and bowl and 
playoff appearances? 


Meanwhile, the average football or basket- 


ball player receives . . . a scholarship. By 


NCAA rules, players can’t even have a work- 


study job. These athletes spend 30 to 40 
hours a week on their sport (not including 
road trips), and any schoolwork comes on 
top of that. What happens if the player is 
from a poor family? Where does he get 
money? 

Not to pick on Boston College, but it’s 
hard to forget the September ’95 Boston 
Globe article about former BC coach Tom 
Coughlin’s hard-nosed football program: of 
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his 24 scholarship recruits in 1990, 16 left the 
team before seeing out the full term of their 
eligibility. The team’s work schedule was 
simply too much; the Globe reported that 
Coughlin’s staff routinely exceeded the 
NCAA limit of 20 hours per week for ath- 
letics during the off-season. Meanwhile, 
BC’s football program pulls in between $5 
and $15 million dollars a year. Is this a col- 
lege or a Kathie Lee Gifford sweatshop? 

e Where college athletics is concerned, 
the whole notion of “moral conduct” has 
pretty much gone out the window. Just for 
fun, go through the Boston Globe microfilms 
at the library and try to find one week — 
just one — in the past two years without a 
story about college athletes getting into 
fights, committing sexual assault, disturbing 
the peace, driving while intoxicated, stealing, 
and so on. 

And those are only the incidents we hear 
about. When the BC scandal broke two 
weeks ago, the Globe revealed that two Ea- 
gles — Brandon King and Jamall Anderson 
— had been involved in separate incidents 
of credit-card fraud last spring. Not only did 
the schools hush up the misdeeds, but the 
players were never even suspended from the 
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nce:

team. That’s college sports for you. With 
money at stake — and lots of it — the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska had no problem playing 
running back Lawrence Phillips in the Or- 
ange Bowl last year, three months after he’d 
assaulted his girlfriend and thrown her down 
a flight of stairs. 

If the relationship between the school and 
the students was more equitable — if col- 
leges were paying players as well as making 
money from them — maybe the schools 
would feel more comfortable tightening the 
screws on troublemakers. And if players had 
a financial stake in their college experience, 
they might not treat the rules so callously. 
Maybe they’d even police one another off 
the field. 

e Many “student athletes” don’t belong 
in college in the first place; it’s simply a 
stopover between high school and the 
pros. Although some schools with top ath- 
letic programs — such as Notre Dame, 
University of Michigan, and even BC — 











































maintain high academic standards, most 
colleges give admissions counselors con- 
siderable latitude with applications from 
athletes, whose GPAs and SAT scores 
usually fall at the low end of the spectrum 
for the incoming class. Unconcerned 
about their education, future stars have no 
problems passing through school for a 
couple years, getting their names in the 
papers, and taking off for the pros. 

College basketball has suffered noticeably 
in recent years, as increasing numbers of its 
biggest stars have left school early for the 
NBA (the top five players in last year’s draft 
included two freshmen, two sophomores, 
and one junior). Three young players in the 
past two years — Kevin Garnett, Kobe 
Bryant, and Jermaine O’Neal — even by- 
passed college altogether, entering the NBA 
right out of high school. 

Economically speaking, it’s ultimately in 
the colleges’ interest to keep their budding 
superstars in school. Television ratings for 
the lucrative NCAA basketball tournament 
have dropped 22 percent over the last three 
years, partly because the top young players 
have left college for teams like the Minneso- 
ta Timberwolves and the Orlando Magic. 
And that hurts team spirit as well: while the 
stars at University of X use college as a 
warm-up and then bolt for the pros, their 
teammates are basically playing out four 
years and getting zilch. 

Colleges use athletes to make money. Pe- 
riod. Too greedy to pay their players, col- 
leges hypocritically claim to be upholding 
the sacred ideal of the “student athlete.” But 
it doesn’t seem to bother them when their 
players don’t work hard enough — or stay 


in school long enough — to earn a diploma. 
For the players’ part, they leave early be- 
cause they have no other options. For in- 
stance, Georgia Tech point guard Stephon 
Marbury left school after his freshman year 
to play in the NBA. Everyone said he could 
probably use another year of seasoning, and 
the 19-year-old Marbury conceded that was 
true. But it wasn’t the point. 

“My family’s broke,” said Marbury, the 
fourth pick overall in the 1996 draft. “We 
need money. Now.” 

UMass basketball star Marcus Camby 
was belittled in the local press for accept- 
ing jewelry and money from a prospective 
agent during his junior season. But he 
knew he’d be turning pro by summer, his 
family was dirt-poor, and he was leaving 
college soon anyway. Why not? Camby 
was the main reason UMass appeared on 
television more times last year than the 
cast of Friends. He didn’t see a dime of 
that money. UMass cashes in, and it’s 
hardly surprising that Camby wants some 
of his share. 

And can rules be followed in a forum 
where everyone takes advantage of everyone 
else? Agents, coaches, and alumni prey on 
high-school athletes, who then go to college 
and find they can pretty much get away with 
what they want. If they’re good enough, the 
system keeps working for them, and they 
start to be wooed by agents and professional 
teams. Meanwhile, the average players fall 
through the cracks. Notice that when the BC 
scandal finally broke, every player involved 
wag eiaasaaipunger team aeiber ora 
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non-starter — players with no chance for a 

professional contract. None of BC’s stars — 
such as Omari Walker and Todd Pollack — 
were involved. They have too much at stake. 

That doesn’t means gambling should be 
condoned, especially if players are betting 
against their team. (At least two players — 
Jamall Anderson and Marcus Bembry — ap- 
pear to have done so.) But the scandal 
seemed to hit the BC community and the 
Boston area like a jolting left hook, and it 
shouldn’t have. Anyone who believes there’s 
a gambling-free campus in the United States 
hasn’t attended college in the past 15 years. 
As for the 13 Eagles involved, they weren’t 
conniving, just naive. They weren't acting 
maliciously, just reacting to a situation in 
which /) they’re taken advantage of every 
day, and 2) they’re not accountable for the 
actions off the field as long as they’re pro- 
ducing on the field. Yes, they were wrong, 
but they’re also part of a wrongheaded 
system. 

Pay the players; it’s that easy. Four years 
of free school isn’t enough of a reward any- 
more. Give scholarship athletes five or 10 
percent of program profits. Make it legal for 
future professional stars to obtain loans and 
insurance policies so that they can protect 
their futures and receive their degrees (and 
call it the Stephon Marbury provision). Give 
players a piece of all marketing rights. 
Maybe if players saw some financial reward 
for their hard work, they wouldn’t even con- 
sider betting against their own team for a 
few extra bucks. 

There’s a piece in Mitch Albom’s 1993 
book Fab Five (Warner Books), a superb 
account of the early- 1990s University of

Michigan basketball teams, about Wolver- 
ines star Chris Webber. One day, he and a 
friend stop for lunch at a fast-food joint at 
an Ann Arbor mall. Webber orders a five- 
piece chicken meal, two fish sandwiches, 
and a drink, then reaches into his pocket 
and realizes he’s short of cash. Embar- 
rassed, the future NBA number-one pick 
changes his order to a three-piece chick- 
en plate and one fish sandwich, and can- 
cels the drink. The two eat their food 
quickly and start walking around. Then 
Webber stops in his tracks. 

Hanging in the window in the store next 
to the restaurant is a replica of Webber’s 
Michigan jersey, number 4. Webber and 
his teammates had fueled Michigan’s mar- 
keting bonanza all season; kids across the 
country wanted to wear the team’s yellow 
jerseys and oversized shorts. Webber and 
his teammates, of course, never saw a 
dime of the profits. 

Still hungry, still embarrassed about be- 
ing short of cash, Chris Webber turned to 
his friend in disgust. “How fair is that?” 








he griped. 
Not fair at all. That’s why things have to 
change. cs

Now he’s changing his mind.

OBERT LEIGHTON IS trashing his 

wife. She’s accused him of beating her 

up, of terrorizing her, of conspiring 
with his girlfriend “to finish me off for 
good.” None of it is true, insists Leighton, a 
tall, burly 70-year-old with a bone-bruising 
handshake. He accuses her of fabricating 
tales of abuse in order to kick him out of his 
own home, a comfortable townhouse in a 
Saugus condominium development, so that 
she can live rent-free. 

“I’ve struggled to keep this place, and 
she — just like this — has taken over,” 
Leighton says, calmly, flatly, in the 
greenish lobby of a Comfort Inn outside 
of Hartford, Connecticut. Asked about 
his stoic demeanor, he replies: “What 
you sce is a fagade. Because I’m very 
angry inside.” 

A sad, ugly tale, but not the sort of 
thing that’s typically offered up for public 
consumption. Except for this: Leighton’s 
wife is Violet Amirault, who a decade ago 
was convicted, along with her two adult 
children, in one of the most notorious 
child-sexual-abuse cases in the nation. 

Now, on the verge of a ruling by the 
state’s Supreme Judicial Court that could 
give the Amiraults the legal vindication 
they have sought for more than a dozen 
years, Leighton — for many years one of 
Violet Amirault’s most outspoken support- 
ers, a man who says he believed so fer- 
vently in her innocence that he agreed to a 
“paper marriage” after her conviction in 
an attempt to keep her out of prison — is 
openly, publicly telling anyone who'll lis- 
ten that he hopes she is instead sent back 
behind bars. 

Leighton says he has no evidence as to 
whether the Amiraults sexually abused 
children at the Fells Acres Day School, the 
Malden day-care center that Violet Ami- 
rault owned and operated. Rather, he says 
the tale of physical abuse that he claims 

she’s concocted to use against him has led 
him to conclude he was wrong to believe 
in her innocence. “I wonder,” he says. 
“She has no scruples.” 

Though it’s exceedingly unlikely that 
Leighton’s campaign to discredit his wife 
will have any effect on the deliberations of 
the SJC, it nevertheless represents a 
grotesque twist in a.case that’s had more 
than its share of such twists. 

Fells Acres burst into the public con- 
sciousness in September 1984, when state 
officials shut it down after receiving a 
complaint that a child had been molested 
on the premises. 

In 1986 Violet Amirault’s son, Gerald 
“Tooky” Amirault, was found guilty of 
sexually abusing young children at the 
school. A year later Violet Amirault and 
her daughter, Cheryl Amirault LeFave, 
were brought up on similar charges and 
convicted. 

For years the Amiraults and their sup- 
porters insisted that they were innocent, 
that overzealous investigators had coerced 
the four-, five-, and six-year-olds who tes- 
tified against them into believing horrific 
tales of abuse that never took place. 

And Robert Leighton, who says he met

Violet Amirault at the bar of a Holiday Inn 
in 1972, was right by her side. Attending 
her trial. Marrying her. Visiting her in 
prison. Becoming active, he says, in the 
False Memory Syndrome Foundation, a 
Philadelphia-based organization that 
claims children — and even adults — can 
be implanted with untrue memories of 
abuse. (Pamela Freyd, executive director 
of the foundation, declined to confirm 
whether Leighton had ever been a mem- 
ber.) Leighton credits himself with con- 
tacting Jonathan Harris, an MIT chem- 
istry professor who runs the “Witch 
Hunt” Internet mailing list and Web site, 
which attempt to debunk tales of child 
sexual abuse. It was Harris, among others, 
who brought the Amiraults’ plight to the 
attention of Dorothy Rabinowitz, whose

pieces proclaiming their innocence trans- 
formed the case into a national cause 
célébre; see “Suffer the Children,” News, 
April 28, 1995. (Harris, who reportedly 
has moved to Florida, did not respond to 
an e-mail requesting comment on 
Leighton’s about-face.) 

All that advocacy work ultimately paid 
off. After Rabinowitz got involved, New 
York-based lawyer Daniel Williams 
agreed to prepare an appeal, even though 
the Amiraults had lost several previous ap- 
peals. Last year, a state judge ordered that 
the women be released from prison on’the 
grounds that the children who testified 
against them were allowed to face the 
judge and jury rather than the defendants, 
an unconstitutional violation of the right 
to confront one’s accusers. A different 

dudge rejected Gerald Amirault’s appeal, 
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finding that the seating arrangement 
passed constitutional muster; he remains 
incarcerated. The SJC will issue a final 
ruling on all three defendants sometime 
within the next few months. 

Because of Violet Amirault’s notoriety, 
it was widely reported in the media several 
months ago when she sought — and ob- 
tained — a restraining order in Lynn Dis- 
trict Court, alleging that her husband had 
physically abused her. Amirault’s version 
of events is contained in a two-page, 
handwritten affidavit, filed August 29 in 
support of her request to keep Robert 
Leighton away from her. Among other 
things, she charges that on June 12 of this 
year, he twisted her right arm behind her 
back following an argument over an un- 
shut door, “then threatened to kill me if I 
made an issue of it.” Two days later, she 
wrote, he became enraged over the tele- 
phone bill, bellowing at her and calling her 
a “bitch,” a “moron,” and a “convict.” 

“I tried to go past him to open space 
and he grabbed me under my two arms 
and lifted me off the dining room floor 
and flung me to [the] kitchen floor,” she 
alleges. “I heard and felt my bones break 
and crack. I was agonizing with pain and 
fear and could not move. | begged him to 
pick me up. I could not stand. I called my 
therapist who called 911 — ambulance 
etc. to Melrose- Wakefield Hospital. | have 
a broken pelvis and have spent the entire 
summer with a cane and walker... . He 
has a girlfriend, and on 7/26/96 at 8:45 
a.m. | heard the two of them conspiring 
how to finish me off for good. . . . He 
keeps me constantly scared by appearing 
any time of day or nite to bellow and in- 
timidate me. He tells me to go back to 
prison. He stalks me round the clock. He 
tapes me when I’m home (he hides 
recorders)? I do not feel safe at all.” 

But in an interview and in two lengthy, 
written statements prepared by Leighton and 
his daughters, Darlene and Susan, Leighton 
denies ever having hurt Amirault, and por- 
trays her tale as an attempt to prevent him 
from selling his townhouse. (Susan 
Leighton, herself a former Fells Acres teach- 
er who until recently defended the Ami- 
raults, now says of Violet Amirault, “I think 
she’s capable of anything.”) According to 
Robert Leighton, Violet Amirault lived with 
her daughter, Cheryl LeFave, after they were 
both released from prison, but moved in 
with Leighton in Saugus several months lat- 
er because of an unspecified dispute with 
LeFave. Leighton admits to arguing with 
Amirault, but says she injured herself on 
June 14 when, wobbly from medication and 
possibly from alcohol, she attacked him and 
he put up his arm to defend himself, causing 
her to fall. 

So who’s telling the truth? Only Leighton 
and Amirault know for sure. But there are 
some intriguing tidbits that suggest Amirault 
is not being entirely forthcoming. 

For instance, she claims that on June 14 
she suffered a broken pelvis, a serious in- 
jury, especially for a 73-year-old woman. 
Yet Leighton points out that she was re- 
leased from Melrose-Wakefield Hospital 
several hours after being brought there by 
ambulance. (According to hospital 
records, Amirault was treated on an out- 
patient basis.) On the other hand, 
Leighton admits that Amirault had to use 
a walker for several weeks after the inci- 
dent, so clearly she was injured. 

Then there was their final confronta- 
tion. According to a report filed by the 
Saugus Police Department, Violet Ami- 
rault called police around 11 p.m. on Au- 
gust 28, reporting “that her husband has 
come home drunk and is causing a distur- 
bance.” The investigating officers con- 
cluded “that Mr. Leighton has not beén 
drinking, however he will leave for the 
evening.” The report also states that Ami- 
rault “claims she was assaulted and threat- 
ened by her husband although there were 
no visible marks. Both parties claim they 
will seek restraining orders.” (Attempts to 
interview the officers who investigated 
were unsuccessful.) As it turned out, 
Leighton returned to Connecticut, where 
until recently he was working as a consul- 
tant, while Amirault went to court the next 
day. Leighton says he did not learn of the 
restraining order against him until that 
night, when he came home and was told

he had to leave. He’s now living with Su- 
san Leighton at her home in Sandwich. 

And there’s this twist: Amirault had the 
utilities switched over to her name on Au- 
gust 27, the day before her final argument 
with Leighton, which Leighton says proves 
that she intended to start a confrontation 
so that she could have him kicked out. (A 
letter from Massachusetts Electric Com- 
pany to Leighton, dated November 8, con- 
firms that Amirault had service put in her 
name on August 27.) 

Last Friday morning, a Phoenix reporter 
visited Amirault in Saugus. Upon being 
asked to comment on the allegations 
lodged against her by her husband, she re- 
sponded that she had to leave for a den- 
tist’s appointment. She then hesitated, 
said she would see whether she could 
postpone it, and went to use the phone. 
Several minutes later, she returned and 
said she had been advised to refer ques- 





Leighton’s own lawyer, Daniel Rich, of 
Norton, appears to be less than thrilled by 
his client's decision to seek out publicity. 
“It’s totally up to him. It’s his life,” Rich 
says. Leighton, meanwhile, is plowing 
ahead. He drops tantalizing nuggets, such 
as an allegation that Amirault never took 
the witness stand in her own defense at 
the Fells Acres trial because she flunked a 
lie-detector test given to her by her own 
defense lawyer, Joe Balliro Sr. (“Violet 
never flunked a polygraph examination,” 
counters Balliro, saying he couldn’t even 
give her one because she was on medica- 
tion for stress). Leighton has even gone so 
far as to approach the Fells Acres prose- 
cutor, Laurence Hardoon, now in private 
practice, about the possibility of repre- 
senting him in a libel suit against his wife. 
Hardoon has not yet decided on whether 
to represent Leighton, but admits he finds 
the request bizarre, given that he had con- 
sidered Leighton a possible suspect at one 
point in the Fells Acres investigation. 

What ultimately gives Fells Acres so 
much of its dark power is not just the ter- 
rible crimes that little children said had 
been perpetrated against them, but also 
the impossibility of being absolutely cer- 
tain of what really happened. Our system 
of justice requires that, for a defendant to 
be convicted, he or she must be found 
guilty beyond a reasonable doubt — not 
beyond any conceivable doubt. In this 
case, two juries heard young children talk 
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In the end, the juries’ verdicts — guilty 
beyond a reasonable doubt — seem rea- 
sonable. Certainly no one has produced 
new, exculpatory evidence in the interven- 
ing decade. Indeed, the Amiraults’ 
staunchest journalistic defenders — 
Dorothy Rabinowitz and ABC’s John 
Stossel, who was recently hit with criminal 
charges over allegations that he secretly 
taped an interview subject — have consis- 
tently misconstrued the evidence. 

No matter how the Supreme Judicial 
Court rules, few minds will be changed 
about the guilt or innocence of Violet 
Amirault, Gerald Amirault, and Cheryl 
Amirault LeFave. Thus, it’s irresistible to 
jump on any new development and exam- 
ine it for proof — or, failing that, for a 
sign, a hint that the entire truth can ulti- 
mately be known. 

Middlesex District Attorney Tom Reilly 
couldn't be reached for comment, but 
there’s not much doubt that his office will 
seek to interview Leighton if the SJC 
throws out the Amiraults’ convictions and 
Reilly is faced with deciding whether to 
retry them. 

“I’m going to do whatever is necessary 
to bring her down,” says Leighton. “I 
hope the hell she ends up back in prison 
so that she'll be out of the way.” It’s a 
fearsome display of vindictiveness, made 
all the more so by his admission that he 
has no idea whether any of the Amiraults 
molested children entrusted to their care.

tions to her Boston law firm, Rankin & 
Sultan. Before the reporter left, though, 
Amirault said of Leighton: “So he’s actu- 
ally talking to you people. Isn’t that aw- 
ful? | think he’s lost his mind.” 

Attorney James Sultan also refused to answer 
questions, calling Leighton’s charges “uncon- 
scionable” and “a really pathetic waste of time.” 
He, in turn, referred specific questions to Erica 
Foster, a Danvers lawyer who's representing 
Amirault in the divorce case that Leighton has 
brought against her. Foster, though, declined 
to comment, and warned the reporter not to 
attempt to contact Amirault again.

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A center-right coalition has 
conquered Washington — 
and it’s here to stay 
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by John B. Judis 


EWT GINGRICH SAID 
N that this election could 

be the most important 
since 1896 — the election that 
inaugurated a 36-year Repub- 
lican majority. But it probably 
won’t make the pages of most 
history books. Like the elec- 
tion of 1984, when Ronald 
Reagan won in a landslide, but 
when Democrats retained the 
House and gained two Senate 
seats, it reaffirmed the existing 
balance of political forces in 
the country. It was a vote 
against dramatic change and 
for a continuation of a center- 
right government. 
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Many of the basic political 
positions in Congress haven’t 
changed in 20 years; only the 
party labels of those espousing 
them have. Political scientists 
used to complain that the real 
antagonists in Congress were 
not Democrats and Republi- 
cans, but a coalition of North- 
ern Democrats and Northeast- 
ern and Far Western Republi- 
cans, on the one hand, and a 
coalition of Midwestern Re- 
publicans and Southern 
Democrats on the other. Since 
the 1960s, the GOP has 
steadily made inroads in the 
Democratic South and the 
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Democrats have become the 
majority party in the Northeast 
and Far West. This election 
took the process one step fur- 
ther. Republican congressmen 
were ousted in Maine, Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, New 
York, New Jersey, California, 
and Washington, while Repub- 
licans won previously Demo- 
cratic seats in Texas, Okla- 
homa, Mississippi, Arkansas, 
and Alabama. Republicans are 
still competitive in the North 
(look at Maine’s two GOP 
senators), and Democrats can 
still win statewide office in the 
South (look at the Senate re- 
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sults in Louisiana and Geor- 
gia), but the Northeast and 
Far West now tilt Democratic 
and the Deep South and 
Southwest Republican. And 
across the country, the parties 
are roughly at equal strength, 
as they were in the 1880s, 
when each was capable of cap- 
turing either the White House 
or Congress. 

If a realignment or revolu- 
tion were to occur, as Gin- 
grich prophesied, the circum- 
stances underlying politics — 
the relations among regional 
businesses, between business 
and labor, between small and 
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big business, and between ethnic 
and social groups — would have 
to shift significantly. That has 
not occurred. Instead, American 
politics has continued to gravi- 
tate toward the same position. 
Former Carter pollster Pat Cad- 
dell was the first to define this 
position as a combination of so- 
cial liberalism and fiscal conser- 
vatism, but it goes beyond purely 
budgetary stinginess. 

From the late ’30s, when the 
New Deal ran aground, through 
the Nixon Administration, there 
was a center-left standoff on 
core economic issues between 
business and its allies on the one 
hand, and labor and its allies on 
the other. This standoff meant 
that business got tax cuts and 
generous subsidies but that la- 
bor, consumer groups, and mi- 
norities got job bills, guaranteed 
health care for senior citizens, 
increases in Social Security pay- 
ments, and legislation regulating 
workplace safety. Then the 
ground shifted. In the first two 
years of the Carter Administra- 
tion, when Democrats had a 
“veto-proof majority,” business 
groups were nevertheless able to 
defeat labor-law reform and the 
establishment of a new Con- 
sumer Protection Agency. Busi- 
ness’s newfound clout, which re- 
flected labor’s decline and the 
emergence of interest groups like 
the Business Roundtable, spelled 
the end of center-left govern- 
ment and the beginning of a cen- 
ter-right regime. Though busi- 
ness organizations could not re- 
peal OSHA or privatize Social 
Security, they could block any 
new spending or regulatory ini- 
tiatives along those lines. At the 
same time, Congress had to heed 
growing popular majorities in fa- 
vor of the cultural and social re- 
forms that came out of the ’60s 
— from environmental protec- 
tion to abortion rights and gun 
control. Support for these issues 
cut across class lines, but was 
concentrated among middle- and 
upper-middle-class Americans, 
who were likely to respond to di- 
rect-mail appeals. 

When the White House or 
Congress has tried to defy this 
economic and social consensus, 
it has been quickly repudiated. 
The AFL-CIO and its congres- 
sional backers had to give up on 
labor-law reform, and couldn’t 
even get Congress to pass a 
striker-replacement bill. On the 
other side, Ronald Reagan had to 
replace his Secretary of the Inte- 
rior and director of the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency with 
moderates acceptable to the en- 
vironmental movement. Reagan 
was also careful to talk up, but 
do nothing about, sanctioning 
school prayer or outlawing abor- 
tion. Clinton had to abandon his 
attempt to expand health services 
to the working poor and to limit 
the prerogatives of the health 
and insurance industries. And 
Gingrich and the House Repub- 
licans had to give up their at- 
tempt to gut environmental laws 
and to raise Medicare premiums 
while reducing benefits. In this 
sense, although there have been 
political twists and turns along 
the way, government has ad- 
hered to a remarkably similar 
course from 1977 to 1997. 

The years that have most 
clearly defined this course were 
1982 to 1984, when Reagan had 
to rewrite his tax bill and accept 
a bipartisan fix of Social Securi- 
ty; and 1996, when Clinton and 
the Republican Congress agreed 
to the deregulation of the 
telecommunications industry and 
to minor changes in health-care 


coverage that didn’t threaten the 
insurance industry. Clinton 
signed a welfare-reform bill, but, 
unlike his original bill, it did not 
redistribute income by providing 
new funds for jobs or training. 
He signed an immigration bill 
that deprived illegal and legal 
immigrants of benefits, but did 
not police employers who hired 
illegal immigrants. The one ap- 
parent exception was the mini- 
mum-wage law, which was not 
pushed by the administration but 
by the AFL-CIO and its allies in 
Congress. Clinton and the Re- 
publicans agreed to a bill, how- 
ever, that also contained signifi- 
cant, and in some instances 
egregious, business subsidies. 

Early this summer, it seemed 
that this election might actually 
alter the status quo. By shutting 
down the government, Gingrich 
and the House Republicans had 
raised the specter of radical con- 
servatism. It looked like 
Democrats could run against 
Gingrich the way they used to 
run against Herbert Hoover. 
During the primary, the Chris- 
tian Coalition, which is anathe- 
ma to many voters outside the 
deep South, had increased its 
visibility within the Republican 
Party. And in the presidential 
race, Clinton had a 73-year-old 
opponent whose own party 
seemed lukewarm on him and 
who had opposed unpaid family 
and medical leave. 

Even more important, the 
AFL-CIO, under its new presi- 
dent, John Sweeney, had actively 
entered the election. In the past, 


Hampshire, rarely mentioned 
abortion. Ralph Reed and the 
Christian Coalition handed out 
their voter guides the Sunday be- 
fore election, but otherwise kept 
a low profile. Those candidates 
who remained most closely tied 
to the right, such as Jenkins or 
gubernatorial candidate Ellen 
Craswell in Washington, still 
lost, but other Republicans suc- 
cessfully avoided the stigma of 
either the Gingrich revolution or 
the Christian Coalition. 

The Republican National 
Committee and the Republican 
Senate and House campaign 
committees also took advantage 
of business support — and of a 
June Supreme Court ruling per- 
mitting independent expendi- 
tures — to mount a furious ad 
campaign during the last three 
weeks of the election. RNC 
chairman Haley Barbour com- 
plained repeatedly about the 
AFL-CIO pumping $35 million 
into the campaign, but business 
groups contributed about $242 
million. Roughly two-thirds of 
this money went to Republican 
candidates and to the Republican 
national committees. The Repub- 
lican committees raised $400 
million for this election, com- 
pared to $250 million for the 
Democrats. And, in the cam- 
paign’s last month, they spent it 
to reverse the tide toward a 
Democratic Congress. 

In the last weeks of October, 
the National Republican Senate 
Committee alone spent $10 mil- 
lion in independent expendi- 
tures, while the Democratic Sen- 
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tories in Arizona and the Deep 
South.) A win that size would 
have shifted at least four or five 
Senate seats and at least a dozen 
more House seats into the Dem- 
ocratic column. But in the second 
week of October, stories began 
emerging about DNC fundraiser 
John Huang’s efforts to woo for- 
eign contributors. These stories 
were damning in themselves, but 
they also raised the specter of fu- 
ture investigations that could 
cripple a second Clinton term.

the federation had been content 
to give money to candidates and 
send out endorsements to its 
members, but this time it threw 
hundreds of staff and $35 mil- 
lion into targeted congressional 
races. Labor’s new strategy 
threatened, in effect, to create a 
countervailing force to business 
predominance over both parties. 
And labor’s first efforts at run- 
ning ads worked dramatically. It 
got endangered moderate Re- 
publicans like Connecticut’s 
Chris Shays to champion an in- 
crease in the minimum wage. If 
the election had been held in 
mid-July or so, the Democrats 
might have regained majorities in 
both the Senate and the House, 
and labor and its allies would 
have wielded considerable clout 
with those new majorities. 

But over the last two months, 
the election turned around. The 
Republicans in Congress, led by 
Trent Lott, the new majority 
leader, worked out an accommo- 
dation with Clinton to pass wel- 
fare reform, the minimum wage, 
and the Kassebaum- Kennedy 
health-care bills — and then ran 
on those bipartisan accomplish- 
ments. They abandoned the anti- 
government rhetoric of the 1994 
election, and they claimed to be 
friends of clean air and water. 
Some GOP candidates, such as 
Minnesota Senate candidate 
Rudy Boschwitz and Cleveland 
congressman Martin Hoke, said 
they were closer to the Clinton 
Administration than their Demo- 
cratic opponents. Even candi- 
dates strongly identified with the 
religious right, such as Louisiana 
Senate candidate Woody Jenkins 
or Senator Robert Smith in New 


ate Campaign Committee spent 
$1.1 millign. The Republican 
committees spent $500,000 on 
Wyoming’s Senate race, or 
roughly $1 a vote. They lavished 
$768,000 on Oregon Senate 
candidate Gordon Smith, and 
$423,000 on New Hampshire’s 
Senator Smith. They also poured 
money into Chuck Hagel’s race 
in Nebraska and Dick Zimmer’s 
in New Jersey. Their expendi- 
tures were supplemented by 
business groups who ran their 
own ads. The American Medical 
Association laid out $420,000, 
helping five Republican House 
candidates, and $129,000 for 
Republican Senate candidate Su- 
san Collins in Maine. The 
Democrats who withstood the 
late onslaught were those who 
had almost as much cash them- 
selves — like Robert Torricelli in 
New Jersey. Others, like Kathy 
Karpan in Wyoming, Ben Nelson 
in Nebraska, or Dick Swett in 
New Hampshire, had their voices 
drowned out and their candida- 
cies defined for them. After the 
Republican Senate committee 
had inundated the state’s inex- 
pensive media outlets with ads 
saying Karpan was “too liberal 
for Wyoming,” she would meet 
small children who chanted the 
phrase at her the way they might 
repeat a catchy slogan for beer 
or deodorant. 

Of course, the other factor that 
prevented Democrats from win- 
ning Congress was the faltering 
Clinton campaign. In early Octo- 
ber, Clinton appeared on his way 
to a landslide that could have ri- 
valed Lyndon Johnson’s victory 
over Barry Goldwater in 1964. 
(Johnson held Goldwater to vic- 


gave voice to popular outrage 
and to the fear of a “Watergate 
II.” Perot played what should 
have been Kemp’s role — the 
anti-Clinton attack dog. He even 
described the Clintons as 
“felons.” Though Perot didn’t 
help himself that much — his 
poll ratings initially rose, then 
dropped on election eve — his 
withering attacks, concentrated 
in the last week, tarred Clinton 
and helped boost Dole’s rating 
over 40 percent. 

As it stands, neither Clinton 
nor the Republicans in Congress 
will take office with a clear man- 
date. Clinton campaigned on his 
economic record and on a 
promise of innocuous, incremen- 
tal reforms such as the extension 
of unpaid family and medical 
leave. Congressional Republicans 
attempted to distance themselves 
from their Contract with Ameri- 
ca without proposing a new con- 
tract. By the campaign’s close, 
they were even withdrawing their 
support for Dole’s 15 percent tax 
cut. 

Clinton will have trouble get- 
ting his own way among 
Democrats. As a lame-duck 
president, he will have to endure 
Democrats jockeying for position 
in 2000. The Republican leader- 
ship, meanwhile, will be ham- 
strung in Congress. Republicans 
slightly increased their majority 
in the Senate, but largely by fill- 
ing seats vacated by conservative 
Democrats. The remaining 
Democrats (who are slightly to 
the left of the previous group) 
will be able to filibuster any 
right-wing initiatives. In the 
House, Gingrich will command a 
smaller majority, and a quarter 


to a third of it will be composed 
of Republicans like John Hostet- 
tler in Indiana, Mark Neumann 
in Wisconsin, or Jon Fox in 
Pennsylvania, who barely defeat- 
ed Democratic challengers. The 
right will still be vocal, and the 
left will have a much louder voice 
because the AFL-CIO did help 
knock off 19 Republicans, but, in

both houses, the balance of pow- 
er will be held by Democrats like 
Bob Kerrey of Nebraska or 
Charlie Stenholm of Texas, and 
by Republicans like Susan 
Collins or Chris Shays. It will be 
the center-right in command. 

If there is a precedent for 
1997, it is probably 1996. Clinton 
will be able to win Congress’s 
support for incremental social re- 
forms and for pro-business trade 
initiatives with China and Latin 
America. The Republicans will 
probably agree to putting Medi- 
care and Social Security in the 
hands of a bipartisan commission 
that will produce proposals that 
are amenable to the insurance in- 
dustry, but which don’t obviously 
or immediately gouge senior citi- 
zens. And they will quarrel over 
the details of a balanced-budget 
plan, while seeking compromises 
that avoid achieving a balanced 
budget during their political life- 
time. 

There are several things, how- 
ever, that could upset this placid 
scenario. First of all, the Clinton 
Administration could be para- 
lyzed by scandal, as the Clintons 
and the Democratic National 
Committee face inquiries from 
both House and Senate commit- 
tees. Whether the administration 
will be engulfed by scandal de- 
pends on what independent 
prosecutor Kenneth Starr comes 
up with. Secondly, the GOP 
leadership, in its eagerness to 
pay back its business contribu- 
tors and solidify its fundraising 
base, could overreach again as it 
did in 1995 and precipitate an 
anti-Republican backlash in 
1998. And, finally, a recession 
could halt the rush toward a bal- 
anced -budget plan and revive the 
argument within the Democratic 
Party over government economic 
intervention. In that case, the 
Clinton Administration and the 
congressional Democrats could 
part company, as occurred dur- 
ing the last year of the Carter 
Administration, and the 
Democrats could find themselves 
deeply divided as they head into 
the next elections. But even those 
possibilities still might not alter 
the drift of American politics. A 
political realignment may be in 
the offing, but it is certainly not 
in sight. Ss

The mayor demands a review of the 
wayward municipal police — and then 


does nothing 


Cop out

E’RE STILL WAITING. Two 
W months ago, a special commission 

appointed to review the Boston 
Municipal Police Department (BMPD) con- 
cluded that the agency should be largely dis- 
mantled. Yet Mayor Tom Menino, who or- 
dered the review of the city’s 166-member - 
security and public-housing police force, has 
yet to take any action. Nor has there been a 
response from the man who oversees much 
of the department’s operations, Boston po- 
lice commissioner Paul Evans. 

It was the May 15 arrest of three BMPD 
officers in Washington, and the ensuing me- 
dia uproar, that prompted the mayor to initi- 
ate the review. The three officers, attending 
a national “police pride” rally in the capital, 
allegedly assaulted a restaurant owner after 
they were accused of not paying their $18 
tab. One of the officers was charged with 
pointing his service weapon at the owner — 
an allegation made even more serious by the 
fact that off-duty municipal policemen are 
forbidden to carry firearms. 

The municipal police began 1979 as an 
unarmed security-guard agency for build-

ings owned by the city. Dur- 
ing the 80s — no one at 
the department can say ex- 
actly when — BMPD offi- 
cers began to be issued 
sidearms. In 1994, their re- 


MENINO: why is he 
dragging his heels? 


Back in June, when Menino called for a 
commission to study the BMPD’s prob- 
lems, he set a brisk and businesslike 
schedule: the commission was to submit 
its findings in 90 days. 

The resulting 29-page report, issued 
September 23, concluded that the depart- 
ment should be restricted to providing secu- 
rity at municipal buildings — the same role 
it played in 1979 — and that those officers 
who qualify should be integrated into the 
Boston Police Department. 

The report cited numerous problems with 
the department. For example: 

e As of June 1996, only 11 
BMPD officers, or eight percent 
of all employees, were women. 
And only five officers, or 13 per- 
cent, were black. 

e The BMPD is a money pit. 
The cost to train and equip each 
of its officers amounts to $40,000, 
and turnover is high. In the last 
two years alone, 34 officers have 
left for other departments, and the 
training of their replacements has 
cost the city $1.3 million. Since 
the BMPD isn’t funded from the 
federally subsidized civil-service 





sponsibilities were broad- 

ened to include patrolling Boston housing 
projects in conjunction with Boston Police 
officers. Then, last year, the department’s 
jurisdiction was further expanded to in- 
clude parks, public parking lots, and “all 
properties authorized by the Police com- 
missioner.” 

The Phoenix has been among the many 
critics arguing that the BMPD is a peren- 
nially troubled agency that does not, in the 
words of the committee report, “reflect 
the diversity of the community it serves.” 
Exempt since its founding from state civil- 
service laws, the department thus doesn’t 
have to comply with salary caps, standard- 
ized testing for promotions, or many of 
the other regulations that govern the poli- 
cies of other agencies, such as the Boston 
Police Department. 
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budget, that money comes direct- 
ly out of city coffers. 

e The BMPD is not part of the emergen- 
cy 911 response system and doesn’t have ra- 
dio equipment compatible with either the 
Boston Police or the Boston Housing Au- 
thority, agencies with which it works closely. 

This is hardly the first time the mayor 
has been alerted to problems within the 
BMPD. In February of 1991, for instance, 
the US Department of Labor launched an 
investigation into the department’s 
recordkeeping, sparked by questions 
about the whereabouts of $100,000 in 


~ union dues and $40,000 raised in annual 


charity golf tournaments. (The money was 
never accounted for.) In September of 
1992, then—city councilor Anthony Cray- 
ton called the force “out of control” after 
further allegations of excessive force and 
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drug use by officers. And in April of 1994, 
a mayoral task force set up by Menino 
concluded exactly what the 1996 commit- 
tee would conclude: that the department’s 
$4.2 million budget should be slashed by 
restricting BMPD officers to patrolling 
municipal buildings. No action was taken. 

“I’m disappointed that it’s taking so long 
for [Evans and Menino] to do their job and 
come up with some sort of a conclusion,” 
says Albert Cardarelli, chairman of the com- 
mittee that conducted the recent review, and 
senior fellow at the John W. McCormick In- 
stitute of Public Affairs at UMass/Boston. 

Cardarelli says that he’s awaiting a re- 
sponse from the commissioner; as for the 
mayor, Cardarelli speculates that Menino’s 
campaign against the elected-school-com- 
mittee ballot question has kept him from 
dealing with the matter. 

Still others wonder if, as apparently was 
the case in 1994, Menino appointed the 
commission simply as damage control, with 
no real intention of doing anything about the 
department. 

The mayor did not respond to four re- 
quests for an interview on the subject. 

“Once the mayor receives Commission- 
er Evans’s recommendations, the mayor 
will have his own response to the report,” 
says mayoral spokesperson Tracy Lynch, 
who added that she expects Evans’s rec- 
ommendations to be released in mid 
November. “I couldn’t get a more specific 
date for when Evans will be presenting his 
recommendations to the mayor,” she says, 
“because they [the commissioner’s staff] 
don’t even know.” 

Commissioner Evans did not return 
phone calls from the Phoenix. 

After all the investigations, Officer Kevin 
O’Laughlin, a union representative for the 
BMPD, defends the current role of his agen- 
cy. “We are fully trained academy officers 
who do our jobs well,” says O’ Laughlin. 

Perhaps the mayor agrees. a

Sankai Juku 


Next Friday and Saturday, 
Japan’s Sankai Juku dance 
troupe, led by Ushio Amagatsu, 
will come to Boston as part of 
an 18-city US tour. It’s the first 
time the group has performed 
here since 1986, and only the 
third visit the company has 
ever made to this city. It will 
perform the Narth American 
premiere of Yuragi: 
In a Space of 
Perpetual Motion, 
a movement piece 
steeped in the tra- 
ditions of butoh, a 
post—World War II 
form pioneered by 
Tatsumi Hijikata. 

The elements 
used by Sankai Juku 
are easily described. 
You'll find painterly 
and dramatic light- 
ing, original record- 
ed music, and an 
imaginative abstract 
set. Amagatsu and a 
company of four 
men cover their 
bodies and shaved 
heads with a white, 
ghostly-looking 
substance. 
Performers exercise 
such extreme physi- 
cal control that at times they 
appear not to be moving at all. 

“There are moments in 
Yuragi where the four compa- 
ny members are horizontal, 
more or less lying down but 
balanced on a single part of 
their body with the rest of it 
raised up,” explains Eric 
Latzky, a vice-president at the 
Zeisler Group, the 
Manhattan-based firm facili- 
tating Sankai Juku’s current 
tour. “They hold this position 
while in the middle of the 
stage Amagatsu dances a more 
kinetic solo.” 

Approaching the age of 50, 
Amagatsu embodies the quali- 





ty of perseverance. He found- 
ed Sankai Juku (which means 
“studio of mountain and sea”) 
in Japan in 1975, refining the 
vocabulary of Hijikata, the 
founder of the butoh form. 
Hijikata created his avant- 
garde dance theater in the late 
"50s, rebelling against both 
the postwar flood of Western 


ideas and the traditions of 
Imperial Japan. The hallmarks 
of the early butoh artists were 
white body paint (often asso- 
ciated with the ash left by the 
bomb dropped ~ on 
Hiroshima), a use of violent 
or grotesque imagery, and an 
absence of the pageantry of 
kabuki and noh theater. 
Through Sankai Juku 
Amagatsu created a theatrical 
presence with universal ideas 
of human suffering and emo- 
tion that transcended any par- 
ticular culture or nationality. 
Butoh has always played with 
the perspective of stretching 
or compressing time, and the 








transformations that occur. 
Although no direct translation 
exists, Yuragi means a contin- 
uous evolution in nature. And 
hewing to that concept, both 
Hijikata and Amagatsu have 
created a continuous evolu- 
tion in performance. But there 
is neither a right nor a wrong 
way to look at butoh. The

Amagatsu’s work is that what- 
ever you perceive about the 
dance is valid. “Amagatsu and 
I discussed Yuragi,” Latzky 
says, “and he made, I think, a 
very important point: the indi- 


most 


vidual experience of each 
audience member is com- 
pletely appropriate and vital 
to the experience of seeing 
Sankai Juku.”

Harvard 
versus Yale 


Neither Harvard nor Yale is exactly a football power- 
house or a party school. You’ll never see either college’s 
team playing in the Orange Bowl, and their students 
are known more for their fondness for Kierkegaard 
than for keggers. Yet for 24 hours every other year, 
each campus rises out of its Brigadoon-like slumber for 
a football-centered orgy of school spirit and alcohol 
consumption that rivals, however briefly, the hard par- 
tying that occurs as a matter of course every weekend 
at, say, Boston College or UMass. 

Next weekend, it’s Harvard’s turn to host the annual 
Harvard-Yale game, or simply “The Game,” as both 
Cantabrigians and New Havenites call it. Next 
Saturday, busloads of Yale students, as well as BMW- 
loads of alumni, will converge upon Harvard Stadium 
for the 113th contest in what is said to be the oldest 
rivalry in college football. The Game, though, is often 
just an excuse for the kind of unrestrained bacchanalia 
that only a buttoned-down Ivy League college can 
muster. 

Each year, The Game marks a milestone that brings 
a misty eye and a lump in the throat to the returning 
alumni. (This year’s Game is also the swan song of 
Carm Cozza, Yale’s coach of 32 years.) As the final 
match-up of the football season, it confers a year’s 
worth of bragging rights upon the victor. It doesn’t 
matter how awful each team is (and this year they’re 
both dreadful; as of last weekend, Harvard’s record was 
3-5 and Yale’s 2-6); all that matters is beating Harvard, 
or beating Yale. (Most of Harvard’s football fight 
songs, in fact, single out Yale for derision.) This is the 
one game at the 38,000-seat arena that might actually 
sell out. The Game can also be heard on WBNW/590 
AM and WHRB/95.3 FM. Kickoff is at 12:30 p.m. 
(Gridiron connoisseurs may prefer the junior-varsity 
game, which is played at Soldiers Field the day before, 
at | p.m. It’s free.) 

Of course, the spectacle on the field — even with the 
ritual exchange of sardonic insults by the marching 
bands at halftime — may be dwarfed by that just out- 
side the stadium, where alumni host acres of gourmet 
tailgate parties (though few bring their butlers any- 
more), and the undergraduates host a 
vast (and easy-to-crash) barbecue. 
After the final whistle, alumni will gath- 
er inside the gymnasia near the stadium 
to enjoy peppermint-schnapps-spiked 
cocoa and trade business cards. It’s the 
Friday night before and Saturday night 
after, however, that those Ivy League 
kids really get down and par-tay, with 
Animal House-scale bashes likely at 
any of Harvard’s 12 undergraduate 
houses. 

Those with less sybaritic tastes may 
enjoy the two Sanders Theatre concerts 
that flank The Game. The Saturday- 
night show will feature the a cappella 
stylings of the Harvard Krokodiloes 
and the Radcliffe Pitches. Of greater 
sociological interest, though, is the 
Friday-night show, where the Harvard 
and Yale Glee Clubs will present two 
hours of choral music, after which each 
choir will try to outshout the other at 
football songs. Don’t miss the Yale cli- 
max, where singers yodel from the 
Sanders upper balcony.

Cartoon therapy 


Millions of Bug Bunny fans can't be wrong 
BY RANDEE DAWN COHEN Saturday morning 


was always special. As the one time during the 
week when siblings could set aside their rivalries, 


who ate all of the 


marshmallows out of the Lucky Charms, 
Saturday morning was the children’s hour, after 


hour, after hour. It was where you 
could sit down with your younger 
brother or sister, legs splayed out 
impossibly at your side, vegetat- 
ing amenably in front of 
Superfriends, Schoolhouse Rock, 
Bugs and Daffy. The real world 
paused between 6 a.m. and lunch 
time as you sat enrapt in a world 
of cartoons. 

On Cartoon Network, it is 
always Saturday morning. This is 
a 24-hour, 365-day, all-anima- 
tion world — and a world unto 
itself. Smart, savvy, slightly goofy, 
Cartoon Network is a splash of 
two-dimensional color, silly voic- 
es, and anvils falling on unsus- 
pecting coyotes. It’s a combina- 
tion that works thanks to clever 
programming and an insistence 
on appealing to all age groups and 
demographics. Kids can tune in 
to the cute and the classics, alter- 
na-rock fans can get a first-hand 
lesson on just what those Scooby 
snacks Fun Lovin’ Criminal sing 
about are, and adult night owls 
can unwind — with or without 
chemical enhancement — to the 
bizarre real-world spin of Space 
Ghost Coast to Coast or the B- 
movie James Bondisms of Johnny 
Quest. 

“We've never considered our- 
selves a purely kids’ network,” 
Says senior vice-president and 
creative director Stephen 
Croncota. “We always talked 
about being for cartoon lovers, 
and for anyone who embraced the 
silliness, the irreverence, the out- 
rageousness that cartoons repre- 
sent. Kids — that’s a no-brainer. 
They'll always come to cartoons. 
But there is a way to go cradle to 
grave with this thing, and we real- 
ized that from the start.” 

It is a formula that has sur- 
passed even the expectations of its 
parent network, Turner 
Broadcasting. When Cartoon 
Network first began, Turner vice- 
president Kitsie Riggall was quot- 
ed as saying it “would be more of 
a niche service.” Instead, today 
Cartoon Network reaches a little 
over 27 million viewers and rou- 
tinely ranks as one of the top 10 
cable channels, reigning over 
more established networks like 
MTV, Comedy Central, and 
Court TV. 

The idea for Cartoon Network 
came from one of Ted Turner’s 
spending sprees. In 1991 he 
acquired the libraries — and pro- 
duction houses — of Hanna- 
Barbera cartoons. After he’d pur- 
chased the rights to Warner Bros., 
MGM, and Paramount anima- 
tion, there was enough of a blend 
to kick off a channel, and Cartoon 
Network was born in ’92. 

But Cartoon Network is not 
just a rote rerunning of animated 
shorts and series. The powers that 
be long ago decided to create a 
"Toon universe within their net- 
work, a universe where ‘Toons 
and humans co-exist. This has led 


to ‘Toons introducing their own 
shows, hosting talk shows where 
they interview real people, and 
engaging in important philosoph- 
ical debates like “Is Dino a dog or 
a dinosaur?” Croncota points 
out, however, that the presence of 
real people on Cartoon Network 
has been kept to a minimum, and 
that the Network has no intention 
of resorting to human hosts. 
“Fred Flintstone, Muttley, and 
Space Ghost are our stars in the 
way that an MGM studio had its 
line-up of stars. And we're really 
careful. If anyone’s coming on to 
tell you about the next show, it 
should be a cartoon. We have 
1001 stars, and they’re fabulous 
characters, so why would we want 
a human being?” 

Presentation is one thing; con- 
necting with the audience is 
another, and a substantial portion 
of Cartoon Network’s program- 
ming nods to its older viewers, 
from calling a block of musically 
themed cartoons “Toonapalooza” 
to having They Might Be Giants 
write the theme song for the wry, 
popular Space Ghost Coast to 
Coast talk show. (The show’s 
“out” music was the last record- 
ing by the late free-jazz guitar 
genius Sonny Sharrock.) 

Space Ghost’s guests are also 
geared for the older audience: 
from Schoolly D to Jim Carrey to 
David Byrne — these are some of 
the rare human faces Cartoon 
Network allows. And it’s all 
worked. Cartoon Network’s hip 
“star” cachet has translated into a 
full third of its viewing audience’s 
being over 17.

To attract younger viewers to 
cartoons their parents and grand- 
parents might have watched, 
however, some cut-and-paste was 
necessary. “When we first started 
out,” says Croncota, “we went 
out and did focus research. And 
the kids we talked to said shows 
like The Flintstones or Josie and 
the Pussycats were dated. It didn’t 
mean they wouldn’t watch them, 
but they distinguished them from 
cartoons made in the ‘90s, for 
them, with a ’90s attitude. What 





we did was to bring our cartoon 
stars to life, by literally cutting 
them from the cartoons in a 
process called rotoscoping, and 
put them over the air introducing 
shows, in musical numbers, all 
over. So now the kids see these 
stars as more timely, more rele- 
vant, more modern. Because how 
can a cartoon character be your 
grandmother's favorite when he’s 
talking to you today?” 

In addition to the new stunts 
old cartoon stars perform,

Cartoon Network has hired new, 
young animators to create series 
like The Powerpuff Girls (about 
three kindergarteners who have to 
ask permission from their teacher 
before blasting into the air to save 
the world) and _ Dexter's 
Laboratory, about the put-upon 
but brilliant boy scientist Dexter, 
whose most difficult experiment 
is figuring out how to get along 
with his older sister. Says anima- 
tor Gennady Tartakovsky, who 
received an Emmy nomination for 
Dexter, “There’s a spontaneity 
with cartoons. | think people like 
to watch good drawings; there’s 
this appeal to art. If you make a 
cartoon people like, they might 
even forget they’re watching a 
cartoon and just think of it as a 
funny, appealing, interesting 
film.” Hence the success of other 
networks’ more mainstream, 
prime-time fare like The 
Simpsons, The Ren & Stimpy 
Show, and Duckman. 

The new challenge for Cartoon 
Network is reorganizing the late- 
night line-up to secure ratings 
after their core audience is gone. 
“We had this dilemma,” say 
Croncota. “After 11 at night, 
we’re still on, and our kid viewers 
are in a coma. Nickelodeon lost 
all of their viewers late at night; 
that’s why they created ‘Nick at 
Night.’ ” 

No surprise then, that the 
woman who orchestrated 
Nickelodeon's night-time turn- 
around, Betty Cohen, is now run- 
ning Cartoon Network. Croncota 
says they are beginning to gear 
the overnight viewing to an older 
audience, though for right now 
the repeats they show are also 
skewed to that age group, with 
favorites like The Jetsons, Bugs 
and Daffy, and Scooby-Doo 
(Shaggy being arguably the origi- 
nal slacker) ruling the dark hours. 

Nostalgia plays a large part in 
Cartoon Network’s program- 
ming; the image of Saturday 
morning remains vivid for any 
programmer. Says Croncota, “I 
think most people would admit 
that life has gotten tougher, hard- 
er, faster, colder, and people look 
for things that have this home and 
hearth effect. It helps you rekindle 
the feeling of more innocent 
times, when you seemed a little 
more protected and buffered from 
the harsh realities of the world. 
And whether in reality those were 
your happiest times, from where 
people stand now, they were. 
These cartoons and these charac- 
ters were a really big part of it. 
Actually having a network devot- 
ed to that is wondrous for most 
people.” 

And it is that sense of wonder 
that powers the colors of Cartoon 
Network, which has managed to 
invent a world where irony and 
childishness coexist peacefully, a 
place where you can be hip and 
goofy at the same time. Croncota 
recounts, “To get my job, | had to 
write a campaign, and I came up 
slogan ‘Cartoon 
Network: making the world a bet- 
ter place, one cartoon at a time.’ 
And | kind of think that’s what 
we're doing. If more people 
around the world watched car- 
toons more often, everybody 
would be a little less uptight and a 
little less angry, and having a little 
more fun.” © 
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Why Jerry won't change 
Seinteld’s still ticking, despite our critic’s licking

a legendary comedy writer, was 


in a 


preproduction meeting for the old Dean 
Martin Show when he and his colleagues were 
informed that the upcoming show’s guest star, 


an over-the-hill 


promised a funny sketch of her 
own. 

“Are you nuts??!” the outraged 
Crane shrieked at his boss. “She 
is the dumbest, most untalented 
pile of garbage in show business! 
Give me one good reason to have 
her on our show!” 

Silence, then... 

“Dean likes her,” the executive 
producer growled. 

“Wait a minute,” Harry 
protested, “you didn’t let me fin- 
ish.” A sudden wave of laughter 
swept the room. Harry Crane had 
escaped certain doom with the 
skill of Harry Houdini. 

When a politician sticks his 
foot in his mouth, a spin doctor 
can be counted on to say that we 
didn’t really hear what we 
thought we heard but were vic- 
tims of a subversive act of ventril- 
oquism. It’s not so easy for us 
writers. When we commit our- 
selves to stupid viewpoints, we do 
it on paper, leaving behind plenty 
of evidence — like canaries. For 
example, in the December 17, 
1993 issue of the Phoenix I pre- 
dicted that Seinfeld, television’s 
most popular sit-com, would be 
gone within a year. Well, it’s been 
three years, and Seinfeld is still 
hot — the #1 or #2 rated show 
nearly every week. 

So this is where I am expected 
to admit that I was completely 
and inexcusably WRONG. Sure, 
I could do that, but that would be 
too easy. 

Back in 1993, I supported my 
“Seinfeld est mort” theory with 
knowledge of the genre garnered 
from years of experience as a TV 
comedy writer, facts gleaned from 
other publications, and smugness. 
Conceding that some of my 
favorite sit-coms had been bombs, 
and confessing to my own role in a 
few losers, I expended a great deal 
of wind to say that in spite of its 
popularity Seinfeld was doomed 
because of its annoying characters 
and repetitive story lines. 

Three days after my article 
appeared, I received a call from 
one of Seinfeld’s writers. It 
turned out that the parents of this 
writer (name withheld to cover 
my ass), local folks, had been on 
their way from Logan to visit him 
in LA when they noticed a stack 
of newspapers emblazoned with 
“IS SEINFELD DEAD?” They 
bought a copy, read my article on 
the plane, landed in Los Angeles, 
and immediately berated him for 
his choice of careers. 

After I apologized for having 
caused him grief, he told me that 
the piece had been passed around 
the office, “but not to Jerry or 
Larry [David, the show’s co-cre- 
ator],” he quickly added. “They 
don’t like criticism.” As for the 
rest of the staff’s opinion: “At first 
they wondered, ‘Who is this ass- 
hole?’, but then we talked it over 
and realized you were right. We 
have been writing the same show

had been 


every week, but that’s what the 
brass wants. It seems to work, 
and we get paid too damned 
much to object.” 

I couldn’t argue with that. 

But why hasn’t Seinfeld lost its 
audience? Has it undergone an 
almost imperceptible change — a 
freshening that’s guaranteed its 
continued success? Well, let’s 
see. 

Jerry Seinfeld, the whining 
New York comic, is still playing 
“Jerry Seinfeld,” a fictional whin- 
ing New York comic whose 
booming career has been built on 
a single nightclub and satiric 
gems like “Ever notice that 
women and men shop for cloth- 
ing differently?” 

The TV Jerry still dates women 
he wants to insult, but mostly he 
continues to get together with his 
friends for regular screaming ses- 
sions. It seemed for a while that 
Jerry had begun to perform at dif- 
ferent clubs, but they were just 
fooling us by switching around 
backdrops and tables. This ruse 
was undone by its reliance on a 
too-familiar laugh track — the 
one with the now-dead audience 
from I Love Lucy. 

Elaine Bennis continues to be 
an average psychotic young 
woman with a perpetual, capped- 
tooth grin that gives her a striking 
resemblance to a °49 Buick. 
Elaine was once Jerry’s lover but 
has since decided to sleep only 
with her bosses, therapists, and 
any maniac she runs into. Back in 
1993 her career was no model of 
stability, but she’s now on the 
management fast track at J. 
Peterman, the mail-order firm. Of 
course, no one at this very suc- 
cessful company is capable of 
seeing how truly incompetent she 
is. All of which means that Jerry 
and Elaine probably haven’t 
changed as much in three years as 
the business and TV worlds have. 

I have always found Kramer to 
be a weirdly believable, caffeine- 
propelled coat rack of a man with 
his own life — filled with social 
engagements, odd jobs, and nutty 
moneymaking schemes. Although 
he’s the show’s only character 
with “outside” friends, he still 
finds time to stop by Jerry’s place 
for the screaming. Nothing much 
has changed for Kramer, either, 
thank God. 

But George Costanza? [| still 
can’t believe George Costanza, 
the biggest putz since Custer. I 
can acknowledge that someone 
like him might exist, but that he 
should be allowed to survive — in 
New York City, of all places. The 
man loves to ruin lives. If he 
wants something, George will 
gladly lie, cheat, and steal. After 
my ill-fated prediction, George 
became engaged but lucked out 
when his bride-to-be dropped 
dead before the wedding. He also 
landed a job with George 
Steinbrenner, owner of the New

York Yankees and the only man in 
the world more self-serving than 
Costanza. Seinfeld’s writers 
would have us believe that the 
Yankees won the World Series 
with George Costanza, a living 
voodoo curse, working in their 
front office. Now that is a real 
leap of faith. 

Larry David and Jerry Seinfeld 
have always said that their show 
“is about nothing.” Many rabid 
fans assume this means they sorta 
make things up as they go. Not 
with this show’s budget, they 
don’t. In truth, a Seinfeld script is 
a carefully crafted bundle of 
sketches that somehow manage 
to dovetail in the end. Is now; 
always has been. Although the 
actors have slowed down a bit, 
their dialogue is written to be 
delivered at a machine-gun pace, 
causing some scripts to run as 
long as 75 pages. The sit-com 
norm is fewer than 50. 

Theme also continues to be 
absent from Seinfeld. In other 
words, no one ever achieves or 
learns anything. But isn’t that 
really a theme in itself? This 
screaming group of co-depen- 
dents are locked forever in a pun- 
ishing dance with themselves, 
unable or unwilling to break free. 
Unlike the.cute narcissists on 
Friends, they ask for no adora- 
tion, just laughter. Being a prod- 
uct of the ’90s, not the ’60s, like 
Norman Lear’s classics, Seinfeld 








neither offers nor seeks anything 
approaching insight. Perhaps this 
is the show’s true secret for main- 
taining an audience: it’s easy to 
laugh at people who couldn’t pos- 
sibly be us. And if they never 
change or grow, so be it. 

Am I bothered by the long-term 
success of a show I once called 
“just shtick?” Naw, I’m happy that 
anything original gets past a net- 
work’s programming people. But 
it does trouble me when these 
same suits try to mass-produce 
something that once was unique. 
The channels are now filled with 
Seinfeld-like sit-coms —_ sorry 
shows peopled with self-centered, 
often cruel characters. So we have 
to forgive John Lithgow and his 
band of aliens on 3rd Rock from 
the Sun for being well-meaning 
and innocent. After all, they’re 
new to our system and don’t know 
how things work here. 

Me? Well, I have come to 
accept that Seinfeld will run at 
least until 2010, and so I now 
offer what will absolutely, posi- 
tively be the last scene of its final 
episode: 


Interior of a funeral home. 
Evening. A balding Jerry and a 
graying Elaine stand over a very 
flat coffin. They are joined by 
Kramer, who. looks the same as 
ever. An attendant grimly waits in 
the background. 

Kramer: I came as soon as I 








heard. How’d it happen? 

Jerry: Trampled to death by 
1700 pairs of Nikes. He wanted 
to get across town, so he tried to 
hold up the Marathon with a 
bomb scare. 

Elaine: Poor George. 

Jerry: Poor George?? Poor me! 
His last words were, “Let Jerry 
handle the funeral. He’s got 
money.” 

Kramer: What about his folks? 

Jerry: Bermuda. Seems they 
had his worthless life insured for 
a bundle. 

Elaine: Figures. So, where you 
gonna bury him? Calvary out in 
Queens? 

Jerry: More local. 

Kramer: Trinity, downtown? 

Jerry (shaking his head): Uh- 
uh . . . the Zoo. I’m gonna slip 
him under the door to the gorilla 
cage. 

(He begins to fill out a label 
against the coffin.) 

Kramer: I thought George 
always wanted a big sendoff, or 
maybe to be scattered in Central 
Park. 

(Jerry calmly licks the back of 
the label and sticks it on the cof- 
fin.) 

Jerry: I figure the monkey’ll 
take care of both. 

(They cross to the exit, passing 
the attendant.) 

Jerry (to attendant): UPS will 
pick that up in the morning.

real life,” says Virginie Ledoyen, star of A Single 

Girl, a movie whose concerns — starting a family, 

working a menial and thankless job — are likely to 

resonate with young audiences even outside 

France. “Youth can recognize themselves in this 

movie. The unemployment, the fatalism. You have 

to work at something you don’t especially like to 
do. It’s a different generation. They want to have a 
life, not to be a slave of the society.” 

Ledoyen’s Valerie is a daunting role; every 
moment of her character's first hour or so in a new 
job at a hotel is recorded by the camera. “For an 
actress to have a character that grows up in one 
hour is very interesting to do.” Yet she admits, “I 
was scared at the beginning. To see a:girl for every 
second of an hour and a half, maybe it will be very 
boring. During the shooting, | played with the cam- 
era like it was my partner. It was very natural. 
Everything was very simple, very normal, because 
we shot in chronological order.” 

“It’s the dream of all filmmakers to make a film in 
real time,” says writer/director Benoit Jacquot, who 
fixed on the idea of a young woman coping at once 
with a new job and an unexpected pregnancy. Why 
a hotel? “For this kind of story, it was the most 
spectacular location. If you follow her, you never 
know what will be in the room when she opens the 
door. There's a Fritz Lang film called Secret Beyond 
the Door. The secret beyond the door — for me, 
that’s the definition of cinema.” 

Jacquot wrote the screenplay with Ledoyen in 
mind. “Just before this one, | made a very big film 
[Marianne], the opposite of this one — costumes, 
the 18th century, three months shooting, very big 
crew. It’s the story of a young girl in Paris in the 
18th century. | chose Virginie to play it, and | wrote 
A Single Girl during the shooting of that film. 

“It's very difficult to find an actress of this age — 
17 when she made the first film, 18 for this one — 
who can physically have a whole film, shot by shot, 
on her shoulders. She can do it because she is at 
the same time very strong and very unconscious. 
She doesn’t know what she is doing, but in fact she 
does it very well.” 

Now 20, Ledoyen is a veteran actress who start- 
ed making commercials as a toddier and movies at 
age nine. “I'm the French Macaulay Culkin,” she 
jokes. In addition to Jacquot’s movies, she has 
starred in Olivier Assayas’s Cold Water and 
Edward Yang's Mahjong. As a rising star, she finds 
herself spending more time in luxury hotels like the 
one in the film, for whose workers she has new- 
found respect. 

“It’s very hard. You knock on the door, and people 
are watching TV or making love or fighting, and 
you're here with your tray, and you just have to 
smile and say hello. I’m very embarrassed now 
when | stay in hotels. | try to be very kind and 
polite.” 

She says the staff at the hotel where the film 
was shot finds it accurate. She also vouches for 
the movie's accuracy in its depiction of young peo- 
ple’s relationships. Valérie and her boyfriend Remi 
“are unable to listen to each other. They don’t 
know how to tell each other what they want. Also, 
they have seen divorce. They're scared of being 
so close. They prefer to be at a distance so they 
don't have to suffer. Remember, Valérie grew up 
without a father, and she’s never known a mascu- 
line presence. She’s very independent and tough. 
When she arrives in the cafe at the beginning of 
the movie, she knows unconsciously she will leave 
him and educate her baby alone. It's different from 
the older generation, where, when a girl had a 
baby, she stayed with a man, for the money, for 
the work, for a lot of things. But girls decide now, if 
they're pregnant by a man they don’t love, they 
prefer to be alone.” 

The movie violates its real-time frame only in an 
epilogue set two years later. Explains Jacquot: “All 
the film is indoors — inside the café, inside the 
hotel. | didn’t want to let the film finish with the girl © 
coming back inside the hotel and closing the door. | 
wanted the film to finish in the open air. | especially 
wanted the girl to go back into the world, into the 
crowd, into the street, as if | were letting her go, set- 

ting her free.”

Benoit Jacquot’s A Single Girl stands alone 


BY PETER KEOUGH With special effects, big | 


stars, and generic conventions dominating the 


screens, the old ideal that film should record and re- 


create experience tends to get lost. It’s 
an impossible ideal, of course — of all 
art forms, film is the most deceptive, 
manipulative, and illusory — but 
attempts to achieve it have resulted in 
some of the most illuminating and 
stirring examples of the medium. One 
such is French director Benoit 
Jacquot’s A Single Girl. A real-time 
account of some 90 crucial and rou- 
tine minutes in the life of the title 
character, it’s a thrilling semblance of 
life nuanced, spontaneous, ironic 
and raw. More important, it’s an 
intense, almost frightening look into a 
human soul, a record of pain, delight, 
anger, and change that is, in a sense, 
the real thing. 

That accomplishment can be credit- 
ed as much to the performer as the 
filmmaker. Virginie Ledoyen has a 
flawless face, one that bears a porce- 
lain cast of afflicted toughness but is 
capable of mercurial expressions trac- 
ing the most fleeting emotions. As 
Valérie, she’s a young Parisian woman 
starting out a tough day. Before begin- 
ning her first shift as a room-service 
waitress in a fancy hotel, she’s meeting 
with her boyfriend at a café. She's 
pregnant, and when she informs Remi 
(Benoit Magimel), a callow idler, that 
she wants to keep the child, he’s not 
thrilled. A tremor of recognition pass- 
es over Valérie’s face; this is not the 
man she will be spending the rest of 
her life with. She arranges to meet 
with him for lunch to decide what 
they're going to do. 

Meanwhile, she has to make a liv- 
ing, so, preoccupied, she hurries to the 
hotel. As she changes into her uni-

feelings on her face with an irresistible 
voyeurism that extends to the 
labyrinthine inner world of the hote] as 
Valérie sets about her duties. As others 
— callous, damaged, or attracted — 
try to intrude on her life, she by neces- 
sity must intrude on others.

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get of unwanted friendliness and hos- 
tility, she’s asked repeatedly the same 
question, “Is something wrong?” 

It's not just the staff that’s the 
problem. Valérie must contend with 
the hectic, regimented grind of the 
job. With the camera focused on her 
face, she darts down the hallways, 
intS and out of elevators and into 
rooms that might harbor a father 
weeping over his estranged son or a 
kinky couple in flagrante accusing 
her of vomiting in their tub. But 
Valérie has a highly developed sur- 
vival instinct and a grit that belies her 
angelic appearance. She also has a 
reservoir of mirth that bursts out 
unexpectedly, as when she sprints 
into the lobby after her confrontation 
with Mme. Charles. Before her lunch 
break, she’s slapped Jean-Marc in the 
face, made a friend, and made a deci- 
sion, and when she dashes out of the 
hotel to meet with Remi, her flight 
evokes freedom as much as fate. 

That's the kind of moment that 
gives A Single Girl its startling authen- 
ticity. Jacquot has a keen eye for the 
kind of details that are instantly famil- 
iar but hard to invent, like the way 
people bump closing elevator doors 
open while trying to have a conversa- 
tion. Photographed mostly in tight 
traveling shots with an occasional long 
shot evoking a sense of foreboding 
and entrapment, the movie is claustro- 
phobic, harried, sexually charged. At 
times the artifice protrudes, spoiling 
ihe cinéma-vérité illusion — the edit- 
ing can be a bit too glib, and the film’s 
epilogue is redundant and deflating. 
But as a portrait of a solitary young 
soul taking on the world, A Single Girl 
triumphs. “I need a story,” says

He’s a big 
presence in “Insurgent Mexico,” 
a series of five Mexican films 
made between 1935 and 1976 
and centering on the revolution- 
ary years 1910-'14. Rough, pas- 
sionate, and at times surprisingly 
sophisticated, the films (or at 
least the three | managed to see) 
provide a look at a neglected 
period and place and also pre- 
sent a skewed mirror of our own 
culture. 

«That's certainly the case with 
Fernando de Fuentes’ Let's Join 
Pancho Villa! (1935; November 
16 at 4 p.m.), which mixes a dis- 
tinctive Mexican flavor with 
Hollywood stereotypes and some 
intriguing borrowings from 
Sergei Eisenstein, who was in the 
country in 1931 to film Que Viva 
Mexico. The opening sequence is 
almost Bunuelesque: a montage 
of overlapping images of artillery, 
a telegraph key, a guy chopping 
wood, and a woman making tor- 
tillas. They eventually disclose 
their narrative significance, but

the effect is a goofy exuberance. 
That tone prevails throughout the 
movie. 

A bunch of pals set off to join 
Villa (played by someone who 
resembles Joseph Stalin) in 
order to overthrow their oppres- 
sors and demonstrate their 
macho. They are all jolly stereo- 
types: the young kid, the funny 
fat guy with the trademark 
banana, the stogie chewer with a 
flair for bombs, the family guy 
with the voice of reason.

More somber and straightfor- 
ward is Reed: Insurgent Mexico 
(1970; November 16 at 7 p.m.).

These films are also award win- 
ners that have played at just about 
every major international festival. 
Kicking off the series this Friday 
is Rakhshan Bani-Etemad’s The 
Blue-Veiled (1995). Based on the 
director’s documentary research 
into the: lives of working-class 
women, it’s the story of lonely 
widower Rasul, who falls in love 
with poor villager Nobar. Nobar

smitten by her independent spirit. 
They marry in secret, knowing 
that Rasul’s daughters will never 
accept Nobar as worthy of their 
father.

A 
winner of festival prizes in 
Greece, Switzerland, India, and 
Iran, The Blue-Veiled is an artful 
study of class struggle; Nobar’s 
dire poverty makes Rasul’s mid- 
dle-class existence look like 
shameless opulence. The film is 
photographed by Aziz Sa’ati with 
such sensuality that tomato fields, 
gutters, silk clothing, and funere- 
al garb all take on a rich patina. 
Ahmad Reza Darvish’s Kimia 
(1995; it also screens this Friday) 
is the story of a prisoner of the 
Iran-Iraq war whose family is 
shattered. The opening sequence, 





a terrifying maelstrom of bomb- 
ings filmedwith a hand-held cam- 
era, is wrenching to watch. After 
arranging for his pregnant wife’s 
emergency surgery, Reza is kid- 
napped by enemy _ troops. 
Meanwhile, his wife dies; the sur- 
geon, Shokuh, saves the baby 
from a burning hospital and 
adopts her. Released nine years 
later, Reza tries to find his daugh- 
ter. Shell-shocked and heartbro- 
ken, he wants Kimia back yet 
knows he cannot offer her the 
comfortable life that Shokuh has 
provided. This moving tale took 
the Best Iranian Film Prize at the 
1995 Fajr international festival. 
Also directed by Rakhshan Bani- 
Etemad, Canary Yellow (1988; 
November 23) is a comedy about a 
man cheated out of a plot of land 











desert bivouacs. There he tries to 
bond with the crusty volunteers 
and wonders whether their 
charges that he’s a gringo wimp 
exploiting the revolution are true. 
“| don’t face my own danger,” 
Reed reflects. “I only face that of 
others.” 

Lighten up, John, there's a rev- 
olution going on. Leduc actually 
uses the same tactic as Anglo 
moviemakers in films like The 
Chamber and Mississippi Burning 
when they try to draw in white 
audiences to see films about 
other cultures by focusing on a 
white hero. Neither as a historical 
epic is Reed’s scale very epic; the 
battle scenes consist mostly of 
extras in sombreros fleeing ran- 
dom explosions in between 


speeches and political discus- 
sions. But the film does explore

some of the issues of 
socialist revolution 
and American imperi- 
alism that would lead 
Reed to entombment 
in the Kremlin and the 
Mexican people to 
pretty much the same 
state of affairs as when 
these events took 
place. 

Speeches and polit- 
ical discussions make 
up a lot of Alberto 
Isaac’s Cuartelazo 
(1976; November 17 
at 7 p.m.), which 
traces the fates of a 
senator during the 
Huerta dictatorship 
and a young idealist 
riding with the rebels. 
Which is just as well, 
because the film is so 
chronologically con- 
fused that all the talk 
helps things make 
sense. It begins with 
the discovery of a 
body — someone who had been 
assassinated by Huerta’s hench- 
men a year before — then jumps 
back and forth in time and 
between stories with dizzying 
incoherence and a ponderous 
documentary style. 

Which is too bad, because the 
two men act out a distinctively 
Mexican and universal political 
dilemma. The politician speaks 
out in the legitimate forum of the 
Senate chamber against Huerta’s 
regime, imperiling his life. He's 
tempted to flee; instead he per- 
sists and dies a martyr. The rebel 
fights for socialism on the battle- 
field, is tempted to compromise 
his values, does so, and dies a 
career politician and wealthy 
landowner. It’s an old story, and 
one that might make Mexico 
insurgent again. B 
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THE BLUE-VEILED is a story about class that would resonate 


in any culture. 


he has saved for years to buy. 
Desperate for work, he seeks help 
from his brother-in-law, who sells 
him a yellow car to use for a taxi. 
But then the car is stolen. When he 
meets a stranger who also bought 
and then lost a yellow car from the 
same man, the two seek revenge. 
By turns ebulliently funny and frus- 
tratingly depressing to watch, this 
film presages the director’s later 
studies of class warfare and eco- 
nomic troubles in Teheran. 

Alireza Raissian’s Reyhaneh

Shirt (1995; December 6) is a 
drama exploring the aftermath of 
the Iran-Iraq war as it affects two 
strangers, a taxi driver and his 
passenger, both anxiously seeking 
news of loved ones believed cap- 
tured or dead. Sharhram Asadi’s 
The Fateful Day (1995; 
December 13) is a historical epic 
about 15th-century Muslim pil- 
grims.

Are we a Hub of independent film? 


There’s been an inexplicable lack of press 
coverage, but Massachusetts this fall is 
booming as never before with independent | 


feature-film production. Here 
are titles of a bunch of movies 
being made in these parts: 
Shakespeare’s Sister, The 
Spanish Prisoner, Floating, 
Temps, Home Before Dark, 
Breaking Symmetry. 

I spent a morning on the set 
of what seems an especially 
promising project: Next Stop 
Wonderland, a romantic come- 
dy set in downtown Boston, 
with stops on the Common and 
Beacon Hill and at Copley 
Place, and climaxing at the 
Aquarium. The director is 
Brad Anderson, Brighton’s tal- 
ented own. His first feature, 
The Darien Gap, was the smart 
person’s favorite picture at the 
1996 Sundance Festival. 

At the Barking Crab 
Restaurant, I watched 
Anderson’s staging, and shoot- 
ing, of Scene 184. Beneath a 
fisherman’s nets and fossilized 
starfish, Next Stop 
Wonderland’s heroine, a Boston 
nurse, was being courted at a 
table by a handsome Brazilian 
musicologist. Between takes, I 
asked the film’s screenwriter, 
Lyn Vaus, for the back story. 

“He met her at the hospital 
where she gave him an injec- 
tion in his buttocks. Now he’s 
seducing her with tales of 
Brazil. His Latin wiles are in 
full effect.” 

For take 3, I leaned in to 
hear the Brazilian’s story of 
how much he hated Boston 
(“It’s depressing: schools, 
bars, graveyards everywhere”), 
and how he, and she, should 
leave for the warm beaches of 
South America. The verbal 
seduction seemed to be suc- 
ceeding until she peeked into 
his wallet and, seeing a photo- 
graph of ‘his unmentioned 
child, realized he was married. 

The extraordinary female 
lead is Hope Davis, a Vassar 
College—trained stage actress. 
According to industry “buzz,” 
she will break out big as an 
aggrieved wife in Daytrippers, 





the highly touted indie opening 
in February. Some are calling 
Davis — blonde, intense, 
unapologetically serious-mind- 
ed — a younger Meryl Streep. 

“When we read actresses, I 
was always a Hope Davis fan, 
she has such a live active intel- 
ligence” Vaus said. He’d con- 
ceived the character based on 
the Grimm fairytale of “The 
Princess Who  Wouldn’t 
Smile.” “The nurse works the 
night shift, and she’s developed 
certain habits of solitude. 
Though feeling ambivalent 
about a change in her ways, 
she seeks male companionship 
after her Boston-brahmin 
mother intrudes into her life 
with a personals ad.” 

During lunch on the set, I 
met with Davis, who praised 
Anderson’s directorial philoso- 
phy of encouraging improvisa- 
tion from his actors. “Brad 
likes to shoot freely, which is 
exciting for me. I have lots of 
ideas, a big mouth. | always 
have an opinion. 

“In the script, my character 
was very somber. I’ve tried to 
make her a little goofier, with an 
ironic take on the world. I don’t 
want her to be so stony that the 
audience will think, ‘If only a 
man can crack her.’ My charac- 
ter lives alone with integrity, and 
I personally am interested in the 
idea that you can be by yourself 
and be all right. You don’t need 
to have a man, though you never 
know how or why someone 
might come along.” 

Only at the very end of Next 
Stop Wonderland does the 
nurse match up — perhaps — 
with an upwardly mobile East 
Boston plumber. “Viewers are 





going to want the characters to 
get together,” Davis said. 
“Brad wants it to be ambigu- 
ous. Loneliness isn’t a very 
popular Hollywood topic! And 
there’s no guns, no sex... 
well, a little maybe.” 

Next Stop Wonderland is a 
project of Robbins 
Entertainment, which is head- 
ed by Brookline real-estate 
developer Mitchell Robbins. In 
a Boston notoriously cautious 
— gutless? — about investing 
in the performing arts, Robbins 
is proving an intriguing excep- 
tion. In the last several years, 
he’s shifted —_ substantial 
amounts of his real-estate cap- 
ital into seemingly high-risk 
independent moviemaking. 

“With two or three million 
dollars of my own money, I can 
guarantee that movies will 
actually happen,” he explained. 
“The best way is to control 
your own destiny, putting the 
plug in the socket. And there 
are accounting people, secre- 
taries, offices already in place 
from my business.” 

Already he’s invested a few 
hundred thousand dollars in 
Robert Patton-Spruill’s 
Squeeze, which has since been 
bought by Miramax. And he’s 
backing Brad Anderson all the 
way on Next Stop Wonderland, 
the sole investor in this “under 
a million-dollar” production. 
He’s also the film’s producer 
and executive producer. 

“Very few people locally have 
been able to speak movies in a 
business and budgetary way, to 
tell people how, if you put a dol- 
lar in, you can get two dollars 
back. I hope to spur other peo- 
ple to get involved financially, to 
get their feet wet softly, and to 
show them how I work with 
studios and distributors.” 

Robbins pointed to a sky- 
scraper on Boston’s skyline. “I 
could be up on the 50th floor 
of International Place, in a cor- 
porate setting at a board meet- 
ing with a suit and a red tie.” 
Instead, he was eating lunch 
off a paper plate, mixing with 
his eclectic crew, and having a 
jolly time as Boston’s most 
highly visible film-producing 
entrepreneur. & 


Well of fire 


Paco Pena burns up 
the Berklee stage 


BY MARCIA B. SIEGEL Flamenco is like a 


well — narrow and opaque and unfathomable 
— and sometimes at the bottom is fire. But the 


flame ignites desire rather than cooling it. Maybe this sense, that there’s still 
a mystery beneath the deepest passion, is what has attracted screaming 
audiences in theaters and avid connoisseurs in clubs for a hundred years. 

Sponsored by World Music, guitarist Paco Pefia brought a small troupe 
to the Berklee Performance Center on Sunday, and they lit the fire. The pro- 
gram expanded at a leisurely pace from Pefia’s opening solo, a freely flow- 
ing improvisation on traditional themes and harmonies that showed off his 
virtuosic fingering. Performers’ joined him: three guitarists, the brothers 
Tito, Diego, and Vaky Losada; a singer, Angel Gabarré; and dancers Angel 
Majfioz and Charo Espino. 

As these resources combined and heated up, the rhythms got faster and 
more complicated. The smooth, almost bland demeanor of the early num- 
bers began to spark, then smoldered as Pefia and Espino faced each other, 
sitting on chairs, and engaged in a friendly duel, he on guitar and she on 
castanets. Miifioz hiked up the temperature with a dance solo, and after 
intermission the evening escalated. The audience got more excited; by the 
end it could hardly wait to leap ecstatically to its feet. 

Some people define flamenco as music — singing or rhythmic motifs or 
instrumental playing. Some identify it as dancing. Probably it’s all of those. 
Like many percussive cultural forms, Indian or Balinese, for instance, fla- 
menco thrives on repetition. The body, the voice, and the instruments can 
play the same patterns. It’s not too far-fetched to see how castanets, played 
by rapidly articulating the fingers against wooden clappers held in the palm, 
can mimic the fast work of a guitarist’s right hand on the strings. But when 
a male dancer beats out the same tattoo with his feet in the zapateado, or 
vibrates his whole body in micro-intervals, he seems superhuman. 

Angel Miifioz could do all those things, together with flamboyant arm 
gestures and a few balletic postures and pirouettes, but his temperament 
seemed even, regulated. With the singing of Gabarré and the dancing of 
Espino another dimension was revealed. I don’t speak Spanish, but you can 
get the pain of flamenco singing without knowing the words. Gabarré 
wailed and entreated, drawing out some words as if they would take his 
dying breath. In a duet with Pena, I noticed that the music had lapsed into 
the elastic rhythm of speech, quite unlike the regular and more predictable 
meters of dancing. 

They first time they danced together, Mifioz and Espino slowly rose from 
chairs on opposite sides of the stage to mirror each other in a closely chore- 
ographed dialogue. She actually began dancing with her arms while sitting 
down; she’d made the 
same gestures with the 
castanets. Keeping eye 
contact, the dancers 
reconnoitered, circled, 
spun out their rhythms 
side by side, then sub- 
sided back to their 
chairs. Mifioz did 
another solo accompa- 
nied only by Gabarré’s 
clapping, one set of spat- 
tering intricacies weav- 
ing into the other. 

But for me, it was 
Espino’s_ solea that 
caught fire and brought 
the evening to a climax. 
Flamenco’ dance is 
essentially foot dancing. 
The hyperextended lower 
back and ribcage, the 
twisting, multidirectional 
head and shoulders, the 
arms gathering up space 
and drawing your eye in 
to the body with swoop- 
ing, tightening curves — 
all these merely enhance 
and punctuate the 
intense discourse of the 
feet. Espino was wonder- 
fully grounded, thrusting 
down into the floor, 
sometimes even making 
little emphatic jumps 
with both feet. She conveyed rhythm not only in changes of time — speed- 
ing up, slowing down, interrupting, delaying the beat — but in explosions 
and diminutions of force. 

Espino hardly looked at the audience during this number. Focused 
inward, she seemed sometimes to enjoy the dance’s sensual zing, sometimes 
to be almost repulsed by its attack. She might have been conjuring it from 
a primal source, maybe the ground itself, maybe the music. With the singer, 
Gabarré, as her partner, she burned up the stage. To me, whatever she did 
in other dance numbers with Munoz seemed cool and merely virtuosic. @

Jessie Cates, once she gets done 
restocking the candy dishes and 
rounding up towels for a tidy sui- 
cide, is planning to check out. 
The play — ticked out in real 
time by several on-stage clocks 
— records her final evening with 
mom and housemate Thelma, a 
countrified Judge Brack in supp- 
hose and slippers who somewhat 
illogically maintains: “People 
don’t kill themselves, Jessie.” 
Then Thelma makes cocoa and 
talks about how her friend Agnes 
has been mentally destabilized by 
eating too much okra. 

That’s what’s so devastating 
about ‘night, Mother — the artful 
way it ricochets from the. trivial to 
the profound, from cleaning out 
the cupboards to assessing the 
meaning of life. Its characters are 
seemingly ordinary women, one 
of whom has after some consider- 
ation decided to exercise the ulti- 
mate freedom of choice. “I’m just 
not having a very good time and | 
don't have any reason to think it'll 
get anything but worse” is Jessie’s 
nutshell description of hopeless- 
ness. An_ epileptic with a 
vamoosed husband, a petty-crim-

inal son, and a deep-reaching dis- 
appointment, she likens her life to 
a bumpy ride on a hot, crowded 
bus. Recently she’s realized that, 
whether she gets off at the next 
stop or at the end of the line, the 
destination is the same. 

Thelma, of course, is one of 
those people who would just sit 
on the damn bus as it engineered 
an endless loop, waiting for 
Godot to punch her ticket. About 
the purpose of life, she hasn't a 
clue, but as she says, she doesn’t 
think about it, preferring to fill the 
daily void with television and 
Twinkies and needlepoint. Now, 
suddenly, the Reaper’s standing 
at the door like the Fuller Brush 
man, and the poor woman has to 
do a full-throttle Elisabeth 
Kiibler-Ross in an attempt to save 


her daughter. She pooh-poohs, 
she whines, she rages, she plays 
tricks and asserts rights of pos- 
session — you half-expect a 
Hallmark moment to throw itself 
in front of the inexorable train of 
Jessie’s intent and transform 
‘night, Mother from Greek 
tragedy into movie of the week. 
As a parent, | admit, | find 
‘night, Mother almost unbearable: 
compassionate, limned with 
humor, and as familiar as old slip- 
pers, it nonetheless offers one 
tough vision. And there is no 
doubt in my mind that Jessie, for 
all her brutal, liberating honesty 
and pre-humous ministrations, 
means to blow Thelma’s lid off as 
surely as she does her own. 
“What if it has everything to do 
with you!” she recriminates. 


Growing up rite 


Ed Bullins’s mansize slice of life 


BY ANNE MARIE DONAHUE The past quarter-century has taken 
playwright Ed Bullins from the barricades to the ivory tower. Once the 
Minister of Culture for the Black Panther Party, Bullins is now 


ensconced at Northeastern, 
where he is a professor of theater 
and acting director of the Center 
for the Arts. In the interim, he 
wrote scores of plays and won an 
array of awards, including three 
Obies. But it’s been more than 20 
years since he took the theater 
world by storm with the New 
York Drama Critics Circle 
Award-winning The Taking of 
Miss Janie, about a black man 
who rapes a white woman. 

Bullins’s latest is a far cry from 
that barn burner. Boy X Man 
(pronounced “boy times man”) is 
anything but incendiary. Billed as 
a rite-of-passage story about an 
African-American boy helped to 
manhood by his mother’s long- 
time mate, the play is almost 
entirely devoid of dramatic 
momentum. 

Spanning three decades, from 
the late 1920s to the early ’50s, 
the work has the feel of a disjoint- 
ed memoir in which events of sig- 
nificance are tossed in pell-mell 
with the unremarkable details of 
ordinary life. Consequently, the 
how and the why tend to get 
buried beneath the rubble of the

what. For the most part, however, 
the story rings true. Moreover, 
the outstanding acting and Mort 
Kaplan’s sharp direction of the 
Centastage production give the 
play a vividness that almost makes 
up for its dearth of drama. 

After a short opening scene in 
which a thirtysomething man 
named Ernie returns home to 
bury his mother, the play flashes 
back to Philadelphia in the late 
20s. Little Ernie is just a new- 
born, but his real father is long 
gone and his mother has taken up 
with-a married man named Will 
who soon comes to love the child 
as his own. Ernie’s mom, a 
honky-tonk dancer named 


Brenda who dreams of making it 
big in New York, has mixed feel- 





ings about her partner, who is 
hardworking but lacks ambition. 
Determined that her child will 
never have to stoop to*the menial 
jobs Will works two and three of 
at a time to help the family make 
ends meet, she raises Ernie lov- 
ingly but strictly, with a lot of help 
from Will and her two spunky sis- 
ters. By and by, he grows up to be 
a dignified and apparently self- 
respecting man. 

Meanwhile his ragtag family 
have their share of good times and 
bad. Brenda’s old boyfriend men- 
aces her, Ernie and his frisky Aunt 
Sophia both get roughed up on the 
street, and Will goes to World War 
Il and comes back shellshocked, 
Purple Heart in hand. Eventually, 
Ernie leaves the nest, gets married,

and gets divorced; Brenda gets 
religion and breaks up with Will; 
and he and Ernie fall sadly out of 
touch. In short, people come 
together, grow apart, and go on 
with their lives. 

The reasons for the family’s 
dissolution remain mysterious, as 
do most of the characters’ moti- 
vations. Although the murkiness 
of their lives has a_ certain 
verisinfilitude, it’s still vexing. In 
addition, the few strange surreal- 
istic interludes that punctuate the 
action are ludicrously out of place 
in a play that otherwise cleaves to 
realism. Moreover, the three- 
decades-long slice of life that 
Bullins serves up is simply too 
large to be consumed in one sit- 
ting. Nonetheless, the play’s rich 
rhythmic dialogue is delightful, 
and all the characters except one 
seem arrestingly real. 

Director Kaplan made a mis- 
take when he cast Richard 
Auguste as the young Ernie. 
Auguste is an able enough actor, 


but he looks to be in his mid 20s, 
far too old for the part, which 
spans from early boyhood to the 
teen years. Otherwise, the cast is 
impressive. Jeff Garlin’s portrayal 
of the grown-up Ernie is charm- 
ing and subtle, and Lonnie 
Farmer's Will is sweet yet never 
saccharine. 

But it’s the production's three 
sisters, kick-ass actors every one, 
who steal the show. Patrice 
Jabouin plays Brenda with tremen- 
dous energy and panache, Diana 
Lee Benson's wry playfulness gives 
Barb’s self-sacrificing goodness a 
refreshing edge, and Comika 
Griffin’s portrayal of the wild child 
Sophia hints at a vulnerability that 
adds pathos to her hipster high 
jinks. Indeed, the scenes featuring 
the three of them together are the 
high points of the evening. 
Although Boy X Man would bene- 
fit from more cohesive plotting,

A cult band aim for mainstream success

regularly to The 


Connection, the talk show that Christopher 
Lydon hosts on WBUR, but if you do, then 
you probably caught an installment that aired 
within the last couple of weeks about the 


Boston Pops and its new white- 
bread conductor, Keith Lockhart. 
At the beginning of the segment, 
Lydon mentioned that the Pops’ 
new CD was outselling even 
Phish’s latest in Boston record 
emporia. I take this to mean that 
the Phish album is selling very 
well. That’s not too surprising; 
the Burlington (Vermont) quartet 
have had a strong fan base along 
both sides of the Charles for sev- 
eral years. But there’s selling well 
and there’s selling well. Since 
when did this cult band sell 
enough records to be used as 
comparison to the Pops? 

Since now. Actually, it began 
with the band’s last album, A Live 
One. Enough phreaks attached to 
the Phish live experience bought 
the in-concert document that it 
went gold. So it wasn’t exactly a 
shock that Phish’s new Billy 
Breathes (Elektra), the studio fol- 
low-up, debuted at number seven 
in Billboard. (It also wasn’t a 
shock that the next week it 
dropped to 32; the real fans all got 
it the first week, of course.) This 
band have been plugging away for 
nearly 15 years, gathering a rabid 
following along the way; it was 
only logical that they eventually 
might have some success in the 
stores. And even more fitting that 
the breakthrough should be Billy 
Breathes, which took longer to 
record than any of their previous 
studio efforts and which eclipses 
all of them in quality. Phish may 
not be exactly mainstream yet, but 
they’re no longer underground. | 
think we can safely say they’ve 
transcended the cult. 

What the cult will make of Billy 
Breathes is anyone’s guess. The 
songs are short, predominantly 
acoustic and contemplative, with 
little hint of the lyrical goofiness 
and long improvisational sections 
that distinguished Phish’s earlier 
work and concerts. They suggest 
a band trying to make a recording 
that stands on its own, separate 
from the live legend, a piece of 
plastic that might actually last a 
while. This theory’s borne out by 
the circumstances behind the 
recording (which I think I’m in a 
decent position to comment on, 
having been privileged enough to 
witness at least a small part of 
Billy Breathes’ creation at 
Bearsville Studios in upstate New 
York). The sessions started with- 
out a producer; the band did the 
dirty work themselves, wanting to 
maintain total control of the 
music. Eventually that resolve 
broke down, and they called in 
production veteran Steve 
Lillywhite. They realized they 
couldn’t wear both the playing 
and the producing hats. It tired 
them out too much, and that 
compromised the music. 

Lillywhite’s energy brought life 
back to Trey Anastasio and the 
boys. It also brought two attitudes 
to the surface. Phish had never 


| 





really allowed a producer to do 
his job before; the band were too 
controlling. And they’d always 
thought of albums as little more 
than adjuncts to the live show that 
had gotten them famous and 
made them money. The Billy 
Breathes_ sessions marked a 
change of attitude. And you can 
hear it in the grooves; this album 
sounds like liberation. It’s the first 
truly good disc Phish have made. 

Who knows, you might even 
hear a hook-filled tune like “Free” 
or “Character Zero” on the radio. 
Now that would be a stunner. I’ve 
never heard a single Phish song 
on the airwaves, and I’ve sure 
never seen the band on MTV. Like 
most folks who discovered them 
in the mid ’80s, I heard about 
Phish through word of mouth — 
some friends started telling me 
stories about these guys who 
played long jams and bounced 
around on trampolines on stage. 
The whole thing sounded more 
than a little silly, but they kept 
popping up in conversations. | 
met more and more people who'd 
seen them at shows and were at 
least amused, at most ecstatic. 
Eventually so many people went 
to the shows that even the major 
labels took notice. Recognizing 
the formidable size of Phish’s 








audience, Elektra allowed them 
an unusual degree of creative 
control for a rookie band. And 
Elektra’s where they’ve stayed for 
the last six years, as the festival 
crowds have continued to grow. 

That’s one of the most inspiring 
parts of the Phish story: they made 
their own name, with no outside 
help, and the majors finally came 
to them instead of vice versa. 
What’s more, they did this while 
playing music that was often 
extremely complex, and they took 
chances on stage every night, 
plunging into group improv and 
hoping for the best. The number 
of rock bands who have done this 
and got rewarded for it is minus- 
cule: the Dead, the Allmans, and 
few others. Of course, the crowds 
that flocked to see Phish (and 
sometimes followed them from 
gig to gig) didn’t look all that dif- 
ferent from a Dead or Allmans 
crowd (maybe they were a bit 
younger). Adorned with hair 
braids and tie-dye clothes and 
immersed in the special mytholo- 
gy of the Phish concert — from 
Trey’s unrecorded song cycle 
Gamehenge to drummer Jon 
Fishman’s dresses and vacuum- 
cleaner solo — they quickly creat- 
ed their own mini-culture. 

All of this made it easy for a 
cynical rock-critic establishment 
to label Phish as the new Dead 
and their fans as the new 
Deadheads. Not only is that inac- 
curate, but it gives the fans too 
much credit. The Deadheads 
were part of a true countercul- 
ture, in fact one of its last remain- 
ing vestiges, with ties extending 
back not only to the Haight 
Ashbury of the mid ’60s but to 
Ken Kesey and the Pranksters 








before that and Kerouac and 
Cassady earlier still. The rebel- 
liousness, the defiance of those 
days, the desire not to blend into 
“straight” society, lingered on (if 
only slightly) in the culture of the 
Deadheads. It’s hard to see any- 
thing remotely similar in the 
Phish culture. The kids (and they 
are kids) like to dress a certain 
way, listen to music, take drugs, 
and follow bands around. But 
sooner or later they'll end up 
where they belong: in the middle 
of the mainstream. There’s no 
detectable commitment to any- 
thing in this bunch; they’re blissed 
out, apathetic, totally suburban. 
It pains me to say this, because I 
want to applaud any group of peo- 
ple creative enough to put a thriving 
scene together. But I’ve been to five 
Phish shows now, and I didn’t feel 
comfortable at any one of them. In 
every case, the atmosphere was 
one of almost complete irrele- 
vance. And as much as I respect 
the four musicians that make up 
Phish and the good work they’ve 
done in the name of rock-group 
improv, I can’t gloss over their 
musical shortcomings. They are 
perhaps the most boring perform- 
ers I have ever seen. Like the 
Dead, they lack a single halfway 
decent singer. The lyrics of their 
earlier songs are the worst sort of 
grade-school doggerel. When their 
music does threaten to become 
interesting —- when they latch 
onto a particularly knotty chord 
progression or challenging time 
signature — they almost invariably 
slide back into a brand of pseudo- 
anthemic arena rock, all strummy 
major chords and generic senti- 
ments. Maybe I’m too emotionally 
tied to the prog and fusion of the 











late "60s and early ’70s to be 
objective, but I have the feeling 
that music is where Phish’s hearts 
lie, too, and they just don’t mea- 
sure up. 

Or at least they didn’t. The 
music on Billy Breathes hints that 
they may finally be getting there. 
Phish’s back catalogue does boast 
tunes with qualities similar to the 
sonic tapestry of “Taste,” the gor- 
geous balladry of “Talk,” and the 
stateliness of the title track. Yet 
never have these guys sounded so 
immediate, so unselfconscious. 
Some of the credit belongs to 
Lillywhite, certainly. But more 
should go to the band for realiz- 
ing that the project they were 
working on was their most impor- 
tant, and that it needed an extra 
set of sympathetic ears. At its 
best, what they’ve come up with is 
brilliant: the chorus of “Free” is 
pure pleasure, the ultra-rural 
“Train Song” is quietly stirring, 
the free improv of “Swept Away” 
and “Steep” stands out a mile. 


The playing of Anastasio, 
Fishman, keyboardist Page 
McConnell, and bassist Mike 


Gordon is engrossing but never 
flashy. And just for laughs, the 
album closes with “Prince 
Caspian,” a piece of pseudo- 
anthemic arena rock that works. 
In the end, it doesn’t matter 
what the critics say, or who the 
fans are, or whether this is an 
important cultural statement, or 
whether it means anything at all. 
In the end, all that matters is that 
the music sounds good. On Billy 
Breathes, Phish sound better 
than good. For that reason alone, 
they deserve all the success they 
get. I’m rooting for them to beat 
the Pops. x

this rock-and-roll business just isn’t fair. 

Say that you’re a grown-up rocker who’s 
been playing around town for a couple of 
decades now. You’ve come close to stardom, 
or at least to a major-label deal, more times 


than you can count. You had hit 
singles and cult-hero status back 
when you played in other people’s 
bands. Nowadays you've got crit- 
ics and other musicians telling 
you how good you are, but you 
still have to play wedding bands 
and paint houses to pay the rent. 
Odds are you’d wind up cynical 
enough to give your overdue solo 
album a title like Prayers of a 
Snowball in Hell. 

If you’re Asa Brebner, all of the 
above is true. Brebner’s rock- 
and-roll résumé is as good as any- 
one’s in town: Jonathan Richman 
tapped him to join the Modern 
Lovers in 1977, just in time to 
tour Europe and inspire a genera- 
tion of punk rockers. This was 
when the Sex Pistols learned to 
cover “Roadrunner.” (He 
remains tight with Richman, who 
appears on his album and for 
whom he recently opened at the 
Paradise.) Later he played lead 
guitar in Robin Lane’s 
Chartbusters, who came close to 
national stardom and should've 
gotten there. He launched the 
solo band Idle Hands a few years 
later; the track “Last Bad Habit” 
got some local airplay and 
appeared on a Musician-maga- 
zine-sponsored compilation. 
After that, things stopped hap- 
pening. Major labels sniffed 
around Idle Hands but never bit, 
and Brebner’s recent gigs have 
mostly been in low-key places like 
Toad and the Middle East bakery. 

But he swears he’s not cynical, 
even when thinking back on the 
wedding-band days. “There was a 
time when I was pretty bitter,” 
notes the singer/writer/guitarist. 
“Now I realize how misguided 
that was. If I'd really wanted to be 
a rock star and be successful, | 
would have focused on it more. 
But I’m generally pretty happy; | 
mean, | have moments of severe 
depression like everyone else. 
Having been born in an epoch 
which has produced not only the 
Holocaust but also Dostoyevsky, 
Barney, and Chucky Cheese, I 
find it silly to be frustrated about 
my own dubious aspirations for 
rock stardom. Besides, most of 
the people who do make it these 
days just want to kiss their own 
asses on MTV.” 

As for the wedding band, “It 
was pretty Spinal Tappish; you 
can write a novel about the num- 
ber of aspiring rockers who end 
up in wedding bands. It’s a true- 
life experience: how the most 
important day of their life is the 
least important day of yours.” 

And the worst song he ever had 
to play? 

“Probably ‘Wonderful Tonight’ 
by Eric Clapton. But at least we 
did a version called “You Look 
Fuckin’ Excellent Tonight.’ ” 

You won't hear. that little tune 
on Prayers (on Ocean Music), but 
you will hear a bunch of rootsy 
gems that bring out both of 





Brebner’s personalities. One 
minute he’s getting all sensitive 
and heartbroken, the next he’s a 
consummate wise-ass. (“Trapped 
Inside a Teardrop” is the best 
example of the former; “Babes in 
the Bars” — a suburban slice-of- 
life that includes a priceless and 
unbroadcastable spoken camco 
by Robin Lane — highlights the 
latter.) The music likewise ranges 
from near-rockabilly to main- 
stream rock _ balladry, _ but 
Brebner’s at his best when he 
stays somewhere in the middle. 
The disc’s standouts, “I Don’t 

fant You Anymore” and “Time 
in My Way,” are hard-edged, 
melodic rockers whose post- 
break-up bitterness is leavened by 
some neat guitar licks and wry 
turns of phrase. 

“I did go through a relationship 
upheaval in the last couple of 
years, which set up all sorts of 
dark and uncontrollable forces,” 
he explains. “I think that everyone 
has a million different personali- 
ties, and I’m the same way. I’ve 
been influenced by everyone from 
Hank Williams to R. Crumb to 
Johnny Rotten. All I can say is 
that my best songs are the ones 
that come out in five minutes, and 
a lot of times those are the sad 
ones. | had a burst of energy 
recently and a lot of songs came 
out of it, but I'm getting over that 
now. Guess I'd better get my 
heart broken again so I can write 
some more songs.” 

Brebner will be joined by a 
handful of. notables — 
Chartbusters bassist Scott 
Baerenwald, Swinging Steaks 
drummer Joe Donnelly, and for- 
mer Xanna Don’t guitarist Pat 
Wallace — for his CD-release 
show at the Lizard Lounge on the 
21st. After that he'll gear up for 
another brace of club gigs.

HITCHCOCK CALLING. For a 
guy who claims he’s settled com- 
fortably into middle age, Robyn 
Hitchcock still has his share of 
fun. When he talked to us by 
phone from San Franeisco last 
week, he said he was recovering 
from “a bit of a wild time” in 
Seattle the previous night, where 
he hung out after hours with old 
friend Peter Buck and part-time 
R.E.M.-er Scott McCaughey. 

“I wound up climbing onto a 
table, singing ‘Kung Fu 
Fighting,’ ” he notes with an audi- 
ble cringe. 

Who says Hitchcock doesn’t 
know a great song when he hears 
one? 

Hitchcock’s tour, a split head- 
liner with Billy Bragg, wraps up 
this Saturday at Avalon; but four 
weeks later he'll be in New York 
to shoot a concert film (working 
title: Goodnight Oslo) that 
Jonathan Demme is directing — 
potentially big news, since 
Demme's other music film was 
Talking Heads’ mighty Stop 
Making Sense. And Hitchcock’s 
on-stage world — though it 
revolves around his own imagina- 
tion rather than a large band or 
staging — is equally ripe for cap- 
turing. He'll be performing in “a 
storefront we haven't picked out 
yet,” accompanied only by violin- 
ist Deni Bonet (who'll also be at 
Avalon). 
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Will this be differ- 

ent from any other gig? 
“Oh yeah, for one 

thing my mother will be 
there. There are some 
old songs that will be 
dug up — not necessar- 
ily my 17 best songs, but 
the 17 that would work 
the best. There should be 
one number with me 
singing and dancing, 
because folks in the 
know say that my danc- 
ing is so appalling that it 
should be documented.” 

The current acoustic 
tour, and the lusher 
melodic sound of the cur- 
rent album, Moss Elixir 
(Warner Bros.), are the 
sort of thing Hitchcock's 
likely to stick with now 
that the Egyptians have 
broken up. ; 

“I can’t take the idea 
of middle-aged rock 
and roll seriously,” he 
says. “When you're 21, 
you like to strap on an 
electric guitar and feel 
its molecules rubbing up 
against you.

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the same animal release of human 
voltage it takes to express fury could 
be redirected into a more positive 
form. Say, an act of protest, motiva- 
tion, or even a rock-and-roll perfor- 
mance. 

But anger, and its more sullen 
brother, cynicism, can be an ugly 
| thing when misdirected or left to sim- 
mer unchanneled. They’re especially 
unpretty when they become a public 
spectacle. Billy Corgan might know 
this. The songs of his band Smashing 
Pumpkins have enough knotty intro- 
spection and modern-day angst to 
imply an understanding of human 
nature. But if that’s the case, then the 
brittle, acid character of Smashing 
Pumpkins’ November 5 FleetCenter 
concert was even less excusable. 
Rarely have I seen a band so lacking in 
generosity of spirit, so seemingly 
indifferent and contemptuous of their 
adoring audience. 

If rock and roll is Corgan’s creative 
lifeblood, he acted as if the crowd that 
purchased all 17,000 seats in the 
FleetCenter were somehow trying to 
squeeze it from him drop by drop, and 
he wasn’t going to let it go without a 
fight — dissing the wildly cheering, 
mostly teenage attendees for what he 
claimed was a lack of enthusiasm, 
berating Boston audiences in general, 
and presiding over his hard-edged 
psychedelic realm with a stone-faced, 
stiff-backed stage demeanor that 
broke its rigid cheerlessness only for a 
caustic dig at the day’s presidential 
election, a perfunctory “howda- 
fuckareya,” and a couple of guitar 
solos that were the kind of joyful cre- 
ative expressions one would expect 
from a band with such a fine, edgy 
recording history. 

Granted, this has not been an easy 
tour for Smashing Pumpkins. After 
the beautiful mainstream break- 
through of Siamese Dream (Virgin), a 
great album whose hits — -“Cherub 
Rock,” “Today,” “Disarm” 
improved the sound of pop radio in 
1993, the band headlined 
Lollapalooza and followed that by 
making the most ambitious recording 
of their career, the two-CD Mellon 
Collie and the Infinite Sadness (also 
on Virgin). Mellon Collie sailed out of 
the radio a year ago with the speed 
and ferocity of the title of its first sin- 
gle, “Bullet with Butterfly Wings.” 
There are few albums of Mellon 
Collie’s ambitious scope (hardcore 
churn to metal burn to full-out pop 
heroics), an embrace that welcomes 
comparison with historical documents 
like Elton John’s Goodbye Yellow 
Brick Road, the Minutemen’s Double 
Nickels on the Dime, and Hiisker Dii’s 
Zen Arcade. But the summertime 
heroin death of the Pumpkins’ touring 
keyboardist, Jonathan Melvoin, and 
the subsequent firing of smack-shoot- 
ing drummer Jimmy Chamberlain — 
following a pair of overdose scares 
earlier in the tour — has doubtless 
soured their triumphant streak. Shit, 
who can blame Corgan for being 
deflated over this? 

Like it or not, however, Corgan and 
his bandmates are entertainers — and 
there was little entertaining in the stiff, 
joyless performance at the FleetCenter. 
The sound was horrid, and though that 
might be chalked up to the enormo-

didn’t help. Playing the songs at a goos- 
estepping pace meant there was less 
space for the tones from Corgan and 
James Iha’s guitars to resonate, less 
room in which to distinguish D’Arcy 
solid bass from the whomp of the kick 
drum and toms. The wall of muck was 
penetrated mostly when the band pulled 
back to let Corgan sing on numbers 
with low-key dynamics, like “Today,” or 
when it was time for a guitar solo — 
whether a wiggy squeal from tha, when 
he stepped on his pitch-change pedal to 
pull his instrument up an octave or two, 
or when he whipped out an E-bow. Or 
when Corgan offered a bold moment of 
guitar heroics. 

The problem is that what was good 
merely came in moments. The best of 
those was “Silverfuck,” the hard- 
edged guitar-flogging space jam that 
strained the sterno of psychedelia 
from Pink Floyd to Hendrix through 
the whitebread of hardcore, producing 
a biting distillate of what’s best about 
Smashing Pumpkin’s music: a sense 
of edgy timelessness and inward 
exploration that seems like an intro- 
vert’s reaction to a world so full of 
strife and pressure that the only possi- 
ble safety zone lies somewhere 
between the brain and the womb. 

In a move typical of the night’s 
show, Corgan wasted the irony of 
“Today” by injecting so much venom 
into its lines — “Today is the greatest 
day I’ve ever known/Can’t wait for 
tomorrow” that it sounded cruel. 
The innocence of his vocal on this 
song’s recorded version gives it a rue- 
ful, disillusioned feel, more swindled 
and confused by life than simply 
pissed off. At best, Corgan’s vocals 
sounded constricted and perfunctory 
through the night’s performance — 
the emotive rasp that’s become so 
familiar in the past few years was 
robbed of nuance by a more hard- 

















edged singing approach that left his 
voice merely a rasp. 

If better sound were paired with the 
fluid, backwall lighting and films that 
made like an update of the old 
Fillmore-era light shows, it might have 
been a better show. Psychedelia doesn’t 
really hit its heights until fine sonic 
details start raising their heads. There 
should be layers and layers of sonic 
trickery to tease the brain; and that’s 
found on Smashing Pumpkins’ 
albums. But the lack of a clear mix 
meant only the most obvious sonic ges- 
tures — Corgan riding a feedback trail 
up in pitch by twisting a tuning peg, or 
pulling a tremolo’d squall out of his 
Stratocaster by smacking it against his 
amplifiers and holding it in the air at 
different angles to produce shifting 
pitches of feedback — really sliced 
through. (Openers Garbage suffered 
an even rougher mix. Shirley Manson’s 
voice was devoured by her ’mates’ roar 
throughout their entire set.) 

Late in the performance, Corgan 
exhorted the crowd to “show some 
enthusiasm, you fucking people.” 
(This to a crowd that was on its feet 
for most of the gig, cheering and 
singing along to anthemic numbers 
like “Disarm.”) But the same could be 
said to the band, who stood stock still 
throughout most of the concert, never 
physically carried away by the swaying 
tides of their big sound . . . never 
offering a sign that they took any plea- 
sure in the craft of performing. 
Perhaps we had no right to expect 
more in view of the bleak universe the 
Pumpkins often create with their 
lyrics, which are protected by a wall of 
sound. In a sense, their repressed 
stage presence may simply be a mani- 
festation of the culturally reflective 
claustrophobia one can feel from lis- 
tening to the density of Mellon Collie. 
It’s cloistered music for a cloistered 
world. But whatever one’s expecta- 
tions, boredom and cynicism have 
never been good company for power- 
ful rock and_ roll. And it’s never gra- 
cious for artists to insult the people 
who support them.

Doing it without David Byrne

and Jerry Harrison have to be smart enough to realize that 
by reviving Talking Heads — even in the coy, not-really- 


a-reunion guise of the Heads — they’d.be 
competing with a lot of people’s memories. 
This is mine: in November 1979, I saw a 
Talking Heads show that peaked with 
“Memories Can’t Wait,” the most chilling 
song on their most chilling album, Fear of 
Music. The song made a slow, steady 
build-up to David Byrne’s cathartic yowls 
— “These memories can’t waaa-iii-it!”; 
and his shrieks were still echoing off the 
walls when the music stopped. Without 
giving us time to recover, the band 
slammed into the tension-releasing intro 
of “Psycho Killer.” Maybe it’s because I 
was young and hadn’t been to a lot of con- 
certs yet, but I’ve yet to see any band do a 
better job of going to the brink and back. 

“Memories Can’t Wait” was also the 
opening song of the Heads’ local debut at 
the Paradise, a week ago Friday. “Psycho 
Killer” came 90 minutes later, at set’s end. 
If neither song was quite the life changer it 
had been in 1979, their power didn’t get 
shortchanged, either. And though singer 
Johnette Napolitano (ex—Concrete Blonde 
and standing in for David Byrne, who has 
dissociated himself from the project) didn’t 
write the lyrics, she seems to understand 
exactly what it was that made Byrne write 
them. Performing a set tilted toward new 
material (including three unrecorded 
songs), these Heads may not have sounded 
just like the old group, but they did sound 
like a true band rather than a bunch of pro- 
fessionals cashing in on a name. There was 
a sense of territory being reclaimed, of the 
right threads being picked up. 

That sense doesn’t always come through 
on the Heads’ No Talking, Just Head 
(Radioactive/MCA), which features the 
three core Heads (plus guitarist Blast 
Murray) doing 12 songs with as many lead 
singers/lyricists, ranging from punk cult 
figures (Debbie Harry, Richard Hell, and 
Violent Femme Gordon Gano) to near- 
unknowns (New York poet Malin Anneteg, 
who also turned up at the Paradise to deliv- 
er her track, “No More Lonely Nights”). 
The Heads’ good taste in singers saves the 
project from being a mishmash (with two 
exceptions: INXS’s Michael Hutchence 
and Black Grape’s Shaun Ryder). 

Still, with so many strong personalities 
up front, the core Heads sound like what 
they are: a good rhythm section. And that’s 
not enough to leave a personal stamp on 


regular bands. The only real stab at a new 
direction is Napolitano’s opener, “The 
Damage I’ve Done.” Sultry, obsessive, and 
catchy as hell, it’s the one perfect track that 
she never quite delivered with her previous 
bands, Concrete Blonde and Pretty & 
Twisted. 

If the Heads’ Paradise show proved any- 
thing, it’s that they should have forgone the 
all-star concept and made the whole album 
with Napolitano. She’s got what they need 
the most — a distinctive voice that fits in 
while sounding nothing like Byrne’s — and 
she gives the line-up a kind of sexiness it 
never had before. The album’s title track 
(originally sung by Debbie Harry), about a 
prostitute playing mind games on her cus- 
tomers, was as sinister in its way as any- 
thing of Byrne’s. And the band’s old chem- 
istry was more evident than on the disc. 

Reached by phone, Harrison defended 
the new band against some of the knocks 
they’ve taken, notably a pan in Rolling 
Stone. “A lot of people want to keep Talking 
Heads as this pure experience they had, so 
this is a hard thing to accept. We’ve had 
bad reviews before, so who cares, but you 
can’t say that some of it doesn’t hurt.” 

One of the harshest critics was Byrne, 
who took legal action, unsuccessfully, to 
prevent his bandmates from using a varia- 
tion of the Talking Heads name. Does that 
close the door on any future work with 
him? “Let’s say it closes the door, but per- 
haps it’s not locked. It’s certainly not a nice 
feeling to be sued. You might say that 
David thinks of Talking Heads as his muse- 
um. One of the main reasons we stopped 
touring was that he didn’t feel he could top 
Stop Making Sense. The rest of us wanted 
to do something smaller — like playing the 
Orpheum for a week — and that might 
have happened if David hadn’t gotten so 
involved with [the film] True Stories. | still 
think it was a big mistake for the four of us 
to stop working together.” 

A handful of Byrne’s songs — including 
the most obvious ones, “Life During 
Wartime” and “Burning Down the House” 
—- were still performed last weekend, along 
with “Genius of Love” (Frantz and 
Weymouth’s hit with Tom Tom Club), and 
even a track from one of Harrison’s solo 
albums. But these were saved for the close 
of the set, after the Heads had proved they 
could cut it as a sort-of new band and the

Heavenly come in from the ether 


BY CHARLES TAYLOR Listening to Operation Heavenly (K), the 
fifth — and perhaps last — album from the Oxford (England) pop 
band Heavenly, I thought of this passage from Hanif Kureishi’s 


screenplay Sammy and Rosie Get 
Laid: “On Saturdays we like to 
walk along the towpath at 
Hammersmith and kiss and argue. 
Then we go to the bookshop and 
buy novels written by women... 
On Saturday nights, things really 
hot up. If we can get cheap seats, 
we go to a play at the Royal Court. 
But if there’s nothing on that hasn’t 
been well reviewed by the 
Guardian, we go to an Alternative 
Cabaret in Earl’s Court in the hope 
of seeing our government abused. 
Or if we're really desperate for 
entertainment, we go to a seminar 
on semiotics at the ICA, which 
Rosie especially enjoys.” 

Heavenly aren’t near as self- 
consciously boho-intellectual as 
Kureishi’s characters. But the 
lovers who make their way 
through Heavenly’s songs are just 
as preoccupied with dissecting 
their relationships. As a result 
they find themselves almost 
always in a state between a kiss 
and an argument. 


Powered by the often-inter- 
twined vocals of Amelia Fletcher 
and Cathy Rogers, Heavenly’s 
sound takes its cue from the 
deceptive sweetness of their voic- 
es. The band have been described 
as “twee rock,” a moniker that fits 
the wispiness of their second 
album, 1992’s Le Jardin de 
Heavenly. But on the EP that fol- 
lowed, 1993’s PU.N.K. Girl, par- 
ticularly the devastating date-rape 
song “Hearts and Crosses,” it 
became clear that they were using 
the pop brightness of their sound 
as a contrast to what was happen- 
ing in the lyrics. The result was 
often unnerving. On the first cut 
of last year’s The Decline and Fall 
of Heavenly, Fletcher, in a slight, 
sing-songy voice, sang, “Cut my 
hair/And then I cut my skin/Hurt 
myself/Instead of hurting him.” 

I don’t want to give the impres- 
sion that Heavenly are looking 
down on pop or using its artifice 
as the springboard for mere gen- 
der politics. No outfit that doesn’t 


love pop makes music this catchy. 
Operation Heavenly rocks harder 
and more confidently than any- 
thing they’ve done. The band 
work with pop music the way 
Truffaut described the way some 
filmmakers work with musicals: 
using the idealized perfection of 
the genre to sharpen the sur- 
rounding heartbreak. 

Operation Heavenly plays like a 
pop fan’s wish for what might result 
from scrambling genres, the 
singer/songwriter preoccupation 
with relationships, punk’s linking of 
personal and public politics, and 
pop’s undimmed promise of 
romance. The band process influ- 
ences the way most of us listen to 
records, going from song to song, 
from performer to performer, being 
guided by rational and irrational 
connections, by sensibility rather 
than form. When they’re really 
cooking, Heavenly simultaneously 
suggest the Slits, Abba, and Joni 
Mitchell. They’re not about to opt 
for just one thing, anymore than the 
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girl in “Trophy Girlfriend,” of 
whom we're told, “She’s kissing 
boys/And girls/Trying to decide 
which she prefers.” 

For the most part, Operation 
Heavenly is the band’s most play- 
ful album. Joyfully cheesy organ 
lines and even cartoon sound 
effects career through the songs. 
The band tip their hat to 
Eurodisco for a cover of Serge 
Gainsbourg’s “Nous ne sommes 
pas des anges.” And there’s a 
cheeky wit to the lyrics. On “Ben 
Sherman” (named for the button- 
down back-pleated shirts that have 
been a favorite of Brit-boy pop 
stars from the Small Faces to 
Oasis), a song about wanting your 
boyfriend to get in bed with you 
and not with his fantasies, Fletcher 
sings, “He’s saving up to buy a 
new Ben Sherman/He’s says he’d 
like to fuck Uma Thurman.” 

But the mood is quite different 
on “Pet Monkey,” the album’s 
closing track. What hovers over 
the song is the suicide this past 
spring of the band’s drummer, 
Matthew Fletcher (Amelia’s 
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brother), after the album’s com- 
pletion. A duet sung by people 
who are in entirely different 
worlds, the song begins with a 
woman (Amelia sounding her 
sweetest) singing, “I just can’t 
quite explain why it’s not the 
same with you anymore,” and 
then, a little later, “Something 
inside your brain trips a switch 
again/And you lose all hope,” 
while the man she’s singing to 
joins in lurching counterpoint. 
“Pet Monkey,” that title so child- 
ishly affectionate and at odds with 
the deep sadness of the number, 
is a love song to someone who 
puts the people he loves through 
hell. And with the future of 
Heavenly uncertain, it might be 
their leavetaking. It’s the only 
place on Operation Heavenly 
where the line from an earlier 
song, “Gravity is dragging me 
down,” is remotely true. 
Whatever happens, Heavenly 
should know that if they haven’t 
been the best pop band in the 
world the past six years, it isn’t 
because they haven’t tried. a

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four concerts by some of our 
leading vocal groups, and one by 
a new ensemble that specializes 
in 20th-century orchestral music. 
The success of these events was 
not unpredictable, yet there were 
also significant surprises. And 
once again, I’m left astonished by 
how much extraordinary music- 
making takes place in this city. 
At the BSO, Sir Simon Rattle 
gave us two programs that chal- 
lenged and evidently excited the 
players. Last week he led an unfor- 
gettable, profoundly thoughtful 
Brahms D-minor Piano Concerto 
(with Krystian Zimerman) and 
Bartok’s Music for Strings, 
Percussion, and Celesta, which by 
actually following Barték’s shifty 
tempo changes revealed something 
far more compelling than the usual 
orchestral dazzle. This week he led 
a Haydn symphony (No. 90), that 
was so stylish and witty, it fooled 
the audience (me, too) into 
applauding in the wrong place — 
just as Haydn intended.

Rich harvest 


Our local heroes deliver a musical feast

weeks: two BSO programs, the first of this season’s Emerging Artists 
concerts (nobly sponsored by the Bank of Boston Celebrity Series), 


of the four-bar pause in the Finale, 
Rattle turned around and grinned 
mischievously. Then he gave us a 
Bruckner Seventh of enormous 
span and depth, a magnificent edi- 
fice with lofty arches and corridors 
that took winding turns into unex- 
pectedly airy arcades. With its four 
Wagner tubas in Bruckner’s 
mournful elegy for Wagner, and its 
deep cello solo (wonderful Martha 
Babcock), the orchestra played its 
heart out.

Best known for 
his recording of the Goldberg 
Variations, Schepkin bracketed the 
evening with colorfully pianistic, 
lacelike, heroic Bach: the dark 
Sixth Partita and, as an encore, the 
first variation of the Goldbergs. 
These surrounded two striking 
contemporary works: Sophia 


ghostly, rhythmically tilted (with 
more boogie than woogie) 
Chaconne from 1962 and the pre- 
miere of Alan Fletcher’s 1984-'96 
(yes, more than a decade in the 
making) Sonata, which is dedicat- 
ed to Schepkin and allows him 
room to do one of the things he 
does best: find edgy ambiguities in 
the cracks between the broader 
sentiments.

tury French music. Director 
Martin Pearlman assembled a 
charming symphonic suite from 
Lully operas; then three sopranos 
— this time Baker with Mara 
Bonde and Roberta Anderson — 
wove exquisite vocal wreaths 
around two indrawing Lully 
motets. Delalande’s big Te Deum, 
composed for the court of Louis 
XIV (“At a time when the two

No surprise that David Hoose 
and the Cantata Singers delivered 
accomplished, moving (especially 
tenor Karl Dan Sorensen as the 
voice of Jesus crying out in 
Schiitz’s piercing Saul, Saul, was 
verfolgst du mich?), joyful perfor- 
mances of Schiitz and Bach woven 
around the first two Boston perfor- 
mances of Emerson, a stupendous 
new work for double chorus by 
John Harbison, in many ways still 
the Cantata Singers’ spirit-in-resi- 
dent. Harbison takes two startling 
passages from Emerson essays — 
Self-Reliance and Compensation 
that express, Zen-like, the mys- 
tery of existence (“If the good is 
there, so is the evil; if the affinity, 
so the repulsion; if the force, so the 
limitation,” phrases set with alter-

No other composer today sets 
such multisyllabic words as

Harbison’s gorgeously exotic 
orchestration for his 1982 
Mirabai Songs, sung eloquently by 
mezzo-soprano Mary Westbrook- 
Geha (one of the key words is 
“actually”), was the centerpiece of 
an ambitiously varied program 
(Cowell, Arthur Berger, Alan 
Hovhaness, Ives) from the Boston 
Modern Orchestra Project. The 
BMOP was led with expressive, 
controlled’ power by Gil Rose, 
whose only technical limitation

was to allow the superb players to 
cover too many of Westbrook- 
Geha’s words (Jordan Hall’s 
painful “new” acoustic strikes 
again). 

The inability for words to get 
through was also the major prob- 
lem at another event, but an event 
I enjoyed so thoroughly I’m dis- 
inclined to complain. Joel 
Cohen’s Boston Camerata is 
famous for its theatrical yet 
scholarly performances of early 
music, but Cohen has also 
become increasingly interested in 
lost or disappearing American 
music: anthems, _ spirituals, 
hymns, Shaker songs. He’s now 
taken a surprising though per- 
haps inevitable new turn. With 





help from the Paul Green and 
Kurt Weill Foundations, he’s 
restored a full working score of 
Weill’s first American opus, 
Johnny Johnson — songs, cho- 
ruses, and extended “incidental 
music” composed in 1936 for a 
broadly satiric yet poignant anti- 
war play by the Pulitzer Prize 
playwright Paul Green (whose 
daughter, Betsy Green Moyer, 
served both as Cohen's adviser 
and as a chorus member). Only a 
chunk of the much- 
revised/much-deleted score is 
included on the 1957 recording 
with Lotte Lenya (Polydor CD), 
and that marvelous performance 
has never hit me full in the face 
the way Cohen’s did. 

The original Broadway produc- 
tion, directed by Lee Strasberg, 
ran barely nine weeks, despite a 
cast that included John Garfield, 
Lee J. Cobb, and Elia Kazan, and 
a score that’s an astonishing 
amalgamation of American 
naiveté and Weimar worldliness, 
the deliberately treacly and the 
acidic. No one had a better ear for 
piquant dissonances than Weill. 
His breathtaking orchestration — 
smeary trombone (Robert 
Couture), trumpets, accordion 
(Katherine Matasy), lubricious 
saxophone (Diane Heffner), clar- 
inets, guitar (for a cowboy song, 
with tambourine) and_ banjo, 
piano, strings, percussion, and 
the then’ recently invented 
Hammond organ — makes his 
unforgettable tunes all the more 
corrosive. And Cohen — perhaps 
not surprisingly — turns out to 
be born to play this scintillating 
and moving music, which he 
obviously adores. He made the 
Otaré (spell it backward to get

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Erato, the label that’s going to 
release the recording I can hardly 
wait for) Pit Band sound as if it 
had been conceived in a back 
room at the Berliner Ensemble. 
Cohen strung the numbers 
together with a narrative he 
adapted from Green’s play 
(modestly delivered by 
Christopher Lydon the night | 
attended) and assembled a cast 
that mirrored his own enthusi- 
asm and stylistic rightness. As 
Johnny, the tombstone carver 
who’s never so sure about fight- 
ing this big war he’s enlisted in 
to please his girlfriend Minny 
Belle (pouty Ellen Santaniello), 
lanky baritone Donald Wilkinson 
sang warmly and acted with 
touching earnestness (“Great 
guns, | forgot all about the War!” 
— I wish Preston Sturges had 
been around to write the book). 
There were star turns by René de 
la Garza as both a smarmy 
mayor and a “Texas cowpunch- 
er,” Lynn Torgove as Minny 
Belle’s mother (who sings the 
jauntily obsessive “Sewing- 
Machine Song”), Mark 
McSweeney as a gung-ho West 
Pointer, rich-voiced D’Anna 
Fortunato as the Statue of 
Liberty, Paul Guttry as a cuckoo 
psychiatrist, Anne Azéma as a 
seductive (though intonationally 
disturbing) French army nurse 
(Lenya’s role on the recording), 
Bruce Fithian, Paul Cummings, 
and especially Richard Lalli as 
the self-absorbed Captain 
Valentine, a Hollywood-obsessed 
former movie stand-in. But the 
real star was Kurt Weill, and 
Cohen’s project is not only a 
brave new step for the Camerata 
but a gift for all of us. ed

Jamaican music offers more than reggae 
BY NORMAN WEINSTEIN So absolute is the identification of 


Jamaica with reggae music that I’ve had trouble convincing friends for 
years that “Jamaican jazz” really exists. Never mind that Jamaican 


trumpeter Roy Burrowes toured 
with Duke Ellington, that trum- 
peter Dizzy Reece was celebrated 
by Miles Davis, and that trom- 
bonist Don Drummond elo- 
quently performed with Sarah 
Vaughan. The bottom line was 
that one couldn’t easily locate 
albums by these or any other 
Jamaican jazz geniuses — a situ- 
ation happily changed with the 
first two CDs on the new Island 
Jamaica Jazz label. 

Below the Bassline, by guitarist 
Ernest Ranglin, and Yard 
Movement, by pianist Monty 
Alexander, are ideal introductions 
to Jamaican jazz, since they 
appeal to pop as well as jazz ears. 
The history of Jamaican jazz is a 
captivating story of how popular 
social dance music as well as 
African-based__ ritual dance 
rhythms were blended with US 
musics (Ellington’s big-band 
swing, Dizzy Gillespie’s Latinized 
bop, New Orleans R&B). This 
dance foundation also birthed a 





jazz with concise and clear solo- 
ing, with improvisations often 
grounded in popular radio songs 
or movie soundtrack themes. The 
high point of Alexander’s disc, his 
version of the Exodus movie 
theme (the same one schlock 
multi-instrumentalist Eddie 
Harris turned into a hit), is quin- 
tessential Jamaican jazz fare. 
Reggae’s ascendancy in the ’60s 
offered new opportunities for 
Jamaican jazzsters. In Alexander’s 
capable hands, which were sup- 
ported by a snappy sextet show- 
casing Ranglin, the movie theme 
gradually transforms itself into 
Bob Marley’s “Exodus.” The ten- 
sion between the themes of Jewish 
and Rastafarian liberation resolve 
breathtakingly; Hollywood dreck 
actually becomes noble in this 
Jamaican context. And for all of 
Alexander’s excessive, Tatum-like 
flourishes, which were often his 
downfall on earlier albums, what’s 
most noticeable here is the 
pianist’s talent for making reggae 


rhythms swing. Although none of 
the remaining seven tunes on Yard 
Movement (all Alexander origi- 
nals) attains such heights, all are 
energetic romps full of Caribbean 
dance fever seasoned with jazz- 
piano pyrotechnics. 

Guitarist Ernest Ranglin’s 
album reflects less of a pop-music 
sensibility than Alexander’s. In 
fact, Below the Bassline could be 
programmed -on a radio show 
spotlighting the history of jazz 
guitar. Heavily influenced by 
Charlie Christian, Ranglin has a 
way of making his guitar sound as 
sax-oriented as any ax can. His 
rhythmic accents are consistently 
unexpected, his phrasing likewise. 
Even more polystylistically fluid 
than Alexander, he shifts gears 
among a variety of diverse styles 
with a skill and tastefulness that is 
astonishing. “54-46 (Was My 
Number),” the classic reggae 
song by Toots and the Maytals, is 
the high point here. Bookended 
by ruminative Ranglin jazz solos, 
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the song gets transfigured into a 
funky jazz dance number. You 
hear skittering runs of eighth 
notes dancing above a rhythm 
section melding reggae and jazz. 

Ranglin’s revampings of such 
classic reggae fare as Augustus 
Pablo’s “King Tubby Meets the 
Rockers” and Burning Spear’s 


“Black Disciples” are lively 
demonstrations that a reggae 
groove need not shackle a 
jazzman’s fertile imagination. 


Well backed by a sextet including 
a restrained Alexander and saxo- 
phonist Roland Alphonso of the 
Skatalites, Ranglin has created 
the most accomplished Jamaican 
jazz recording ever. 

And on the subject of the 
Skatalites, the band credited with 
popularizing ska, the manic herky- 
jerky music that decelerated over 
the years into reggae, their new 
album on Shanachie, Greetings 
from Skamania, is a winner. It fea- 
tures sporadic but flavorful inter-

Tenor-saxophonist 
Tommy McCook, now 
in his 60s and the 
leader of the band for 
decades, is a hornman 
with a keen impro- 
visatory vision and a 
unique tone. His sunny 
sound echoes Jamaican 
speech patterns. 
Although not as jazzy 
as their last album, Hi- 
Bop Ska (Shanachie), 
this new offering is a 
worthy sampler of jazz- 
laced ska marked by an 
ever-fervent McCook 
and band members 
who can swing 
Caribbean-style. 

A ska rhythm section performs 
within more fixed rhythmic 
perimeters than most jazz rhythm 
sections (rarely deviating from the 
same unrelenting driving pat- 
terns), but within these con- 
straints capable jazz soloists-can 
invent briefly propulsive solos. 
The six members of the New York 
Ska-Jazz Ensemble, on_ their 
homonymously titled disc on the 
Moon Ska label, not only prove 
themselves strong jazz soloists 
but audaciously transform jazz 
classics like Mingus’s “Haitian 
Fight Song” and Eddie Harris’s 
“Freedom Jazz Dance” into slyly 
arranged ska showcases. A similar 
tack is taken by the talented eight- 
man outfit known as Jazz Jamaica 
on their premiere disc, Skaravan 
(Rykodisc). It opens with a killer 
version of Charlie Parker’s 
“Barbados,” one that’s more 
Caribbean-flavored than any of 
Parker’s, bouncing like a buoy in 
Caribbean currents. #

win, or merely to reach a kind of peace? 


The end of therapy

REAKING NEWS FROM shrinkland: I think | am 
considering the possibility of maybe one day leaving 
therapy. At some point. Perhaps. 

Not the most definitive statement I've ever made, true, 
but I’m coming to believe that the lack of definition is an 
inherent part of therapy: that it’s part of being in therapy 
and that, one of these days, it will be part of saying 
good-bye. 

Once upon a time, I held a very different view (or, at 
least, a very different fantasy). You went into therapy and 
you stayed until you were fixed, finished, done. Then you 
got up and walked out in a blaze of psychic glory: neu- 
roses overcome; family history explored and accepted; 
wounds healed. “When | finished analysis,” my mother 
once told me, “I felt triumphant.” These words have 
stayed with me for years, the light at the end of the thera- 
peutic tunnel, the mission, the goal. 

A few years ago, I stated as much in an article in these 
pages which I'd written to mark my 10-year anniversary 
with the shrink. A friend, | wrote, had asked me why after 
all these years I continued to troop into my therapist’s 
office week after week, what kept me in there. I talked to 
her a little abstractly about having “issues” to work on, 
areas in my life that still needed help. Then I paused, 
leaned across the table, and added the truth: “Plus, I 
haven't won yet.” I laughed, saying that, but a part of me 
understood that I meant it, and that it was key. 

Winning had mul- ‘ 
tiple meanings: I 
meant it in the most 
general sense — | 
wanted that blaze of 
glory my mother 
referred to, the tri- 
umph of complete 
self-acceptance. | 
meant it in a mildly 
competitive sense — 
it spoke to my occa- 
sional, dark suspi- 
cion that the shrink 
is holding out on me, 
that he holds the key 
to my experience, 
that my task is to 
extract from him 
some central set of 
insights. But above 
all | meant it in a 
more specific sense: 
I wanted, I meant, to 
feel fully, authenti- 
cally comfortable 
with the shrink, and 
on some level I understood that it wouldn’t happen — 
that | wouldn’t have “won” — until I felt fully, authenti- 
cally comfortable with myself. 

But these days, another 100 or so hours with the 
shrink behind me, I’m less convinced that that will hap- 
pen, less convinced that the goal of psychotherapy is to 
create a full, authentic, comfortable relationship with the 
shrink (or with the self) than it is to accept the limits of 
those relationships, to tolerate their lack of definition. In 
that earlier article, | wrote about some of the things that 
plagued me about psychotherapy: how shy I can still be 
with the shrink, even after all those years; how one-sided 
and artificial the relationship can feel; how my inhibitions 
sometimes sit there in the room like a third person. These 
things are all still factors in the dynamic (that’s pre- 
dictable enough), but the difference today is that they 
plague me less, haunt me less, wield a little less power 

over me. 

Not long ago, I ran into the shrink in the parking 
garage, on my way into Mass General, where his office is. 
At one point, this would have put the fear of God in me: 
we had to walk together from the garage to the main 
building, toward the cafeteria where we both get coffee, 
then to the elevator and up seven — count ‘em, seven — 
floors to his office. That’s a lot of time for small talk with 











the shrink, a lot of time to expose the glaring discrepancy 
between contact in the office (which at least holds out the 
possibility for intimacy) and contact outside of it (which 
doesn’t), and for an essentially shy and self-conscious 
patient, it’s a small eternity. For years, my instinctive 
reaction to this circumstance would have been to flee 
pretend I'd left something in my car, turn the other way, 
get the hell away — but this time | took note of the dis- 
comfort and then just sort of plodded along beside him. | 
can’t say we engaged in sparkling conversation for the 
three or four minutes it took to get into the building and 
upstairs. | can’t even say I felt any more relaxed than I’ve 
felt in similar random meetings with the shrink. But I can 
say I didn’t squirm quite so badly. There was a here-we- 
go-again feeling to the encounter, a benign acceptance of 
the discomfort, as though I was able to carry it along with 
me as we walked instead of allowing it to overwhelm or 
paralyze me. 

I’m beginning to be.aware of that difference inside the 
office, as well as outside of it. The shyness and the inhibi- 
tions and the self-consciousness are all still there, as are 
the internal voices those feelings generate — here | am, 
feeling like | have nothing to talk about; here | am, won- 
dering if the shrink is bored; here I am, feeling compelled 
to deliver some stunning insight. But the voices are 
slightly diminished, their effects slightly less potent. 
Without knowing quite why, I seem to cry a little more 
freely in front of 
the shrink, to 
censor myself a 
little less rigor- 
ously. The feeling 
when that censor 
strikes: fuck it, 

I'll say it anyway; 
fuck it, I'll cry 
because I'm upset. 

If this is pro- 
gress, it’s not the 
brand I'd been 
hoping for all 
these years, for 
it’s progress that

The 
fantasies are just that, fantasies: he is not, in the end, 
going to accompany me to Sweden to accept my Nobel 
Prize. 

What's left when the fantasies are swept away is an 
imperfect tie, a bond that sometimes feels strong and 
sometimes fragile, a brand of communication that some- 
times feels stilted and sometimes rich, a connection that’s 
been both immensely sustaining and immensely limited 
but that somehow has managed to persist. It is, in other 
words, a relationship, both flawed and enduring. 

At heart, and for many reasons, | don’t think I have 
any intention of leaving the shrink anytime soon. But 
understanding in a deep way that this relationship, like all 
relationships, has its own constrictions and struggles and 
ups and downs is an important step in being able to con- 
template it. It’s a key piece of information, something | 
can bring out into the world with me: he’s imperfect, I'm 
imperfect, we’re imperfect, life is imperfect. And still we 
survive. That knowledge may not lead me out in ablaze 
of glory, but to understand it is perhaps its own kind of 
winning. ae

| know what you're thinking: a secret back door to the 
Vatican! Exactly, except that it’s not secret, not in the back, 
and not to the Vatican. 

What you are talking about is a tradition at Saint Peter's 
involving the Porta Santa, or Holy Door. This door is in the 
front of the basilica to the right of the main entrance. Most of 
the time it’s kept walled up. It’s opened only during Holy 
Years, also known as Jubilee Years, when massive numbers of 
pilgrims descend on Saint Peter's. During these times, the 
door functions as a sort of Holy Fire Exit . 

The first Holy Year was proclaimed in 1300 AD by Pope 
Boniface VIII. Somehow, the faithful had gotten the idea that 
centenary years were the occasion of a Great Pardon, and tens 
of thousands spontaneously embarked on a pilgrimage to Rome. 

So here’s Boniface looking out the window, and he sees vast 
crowds of people who feel they've done something so bad, 
they have to go to Rome to get a pardon. Whoa, says Boniface, 
it’s time to think fast. 

He works up a system whereby participants can gain a spe- 
cial pardon from punishment of their sins in return for fulfill- 
ing certain requirements — notably, visiting certain Roman 
churches, the most important of which is Saint Peter's. 

The original plan was that Holy Years would arrive every 
100 years, but the interval was soon reduced to 25 years. 
Additional Holy Years are sometimes proclaimed for special 
occasions, as in the 1983-°84 year, which marked the 1950th 
anniversary of the Crucifixion and Resurrection. 

A Holy Year begins on Christmas Eve, at one time consid- 
ered the last day of the year. There’s an elaborate ritual in 
which the pope strikes the Holy Door three times with a silver 
hammer. The door promptly collapses, no doubt inspiring at 
least one or two spectators to hope that the rest of Saint 
Peter’s was built by a different contractor. In fact, workers 
nudge things along using ropes and pulleys. 

Considering all the buildup, one might suppose the Holy 
Door admits you to a garden of forbidden delights. But it simply 
gets you into the back of the church. The door remains open 
until the following Christmas Eve, when it’s walled up again. 

Why the pope feels he has to wall it up instead of just using 
a good deadbolt is a matter that remains obscure. Cynics will, 
of course, suggest that some cardinal’s nephew probably has 
the plaster contract. 

If you want to investigate, the next Holy Year begins on 
Christmas Eve 1999.

Shiny Adidas tracksuits

berry fight with my stepbroth- 
ers. 

Susan Sontag set out pre- 
sciently to define “Camp” sen- 
sibility in her 1964 essay 
“Notes on ‘Camp.’ ” Consist- 
ing of a brief introduction and 
58 observations, it attempts to 
definitively pin down an inher- 
ently slippery term. The first 
and last of these are sufficient 
to provide a rhetorical base for 
my argument: 


fess: MY FIRST Adidas 
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1) To start very general- 
ly: Camp is a certain mode 
of aestheticism. It is one 
way of seeing the world as 
an aesthetic phenomenon. 
That way, the way of 
Camp, is not in terms of 
beauty, but in terms of the 
degree of artifice, of styliza- 
tion.... 

58) The ultimate Camp 
statement: it’s good because 
it’s awful. . . . Of course 
one can’t always say that. 
Only under certain condi- 
tions, those which I’ve tried 
to sketch out in these notes. 


The Camp sensibility, which 
at the time of Sontag’s writing 
was the sensibility of the cul- 
tural elite (whom she defines in 
Observation 50 as, “an impro- 
vised self-elected class, mainly 
homosexuals, who constitute 
themselves as aristocrats of 
taste”), is now the prevailing 
sensibility. Unfortunately the 
caveat at the end of Observa- 
tion 58 is no longer observed, 
and what might have been the 
last refuge of good taste has 
been flooded and permanently 
polluted by the rushing tide of 
culture. Demonstrating this 
comprehensively is a task much 
larger than space allows, so | 
will seek to do it by metonymy, 
tracing the disintegration of 
taste — in fact, the obsoles- 
cence of the very concept, 
“taste,” by following the chang- 
ing types of value we have 
placed on a single unit of cul- 
tural currency, the Adidas 
tracksuit. 


DIDAS TRACKSUITS are 
designed by Germans; 


therefore we must discard their 
intended meaning altogether. 
Contemporary European or Ca- 
nadian attempts at spiffiness are 
generally authentic Camp 
(which depends upon a divide 
between intent and result). But 
the popularity of Adidas track- 
suits in America in the early 
1980s was not Camp. By sheer 
luck, German designers had 
come up with an outfit that met 
our collective concept of 
modernity: sleek, shiny, tight. 
We liked Adidas tracksuits in- 
nocently. Now we feel differ- 
ently about them. 

Run-DMC wore Adidas 
tracksuits in 1984. Sontag di- 
vides the canon of Camp into 
two mutually exclusive sub- 
groups, which are “naive” 
Camp (works earnestly intend- 
ed) and “deliberate” Camp 
(works intended for a sophisti- 
cated audience, already privy 
to the joys of Camp sensibili- 
ty). Tracksuits on rap artists in 
the early and mid 80s can be 
construed as earnestly intend- 
ed: they reinforced the connec- 
tion those artists must have felt 
with African-American ath- 
letes, who had _ already 
achieved the cultural ascen- 
dancy to which rap artists as- 
pired; and also tracksuits rep- 
resented a type of snazzy 
leisure clothing that empha- 
sized the prerogative of dress- 
ing down, rather than the su- 
perannuated notion of dressing 
up, as a privilege. 

But related issues, issues not 
related to the tracksuits, but to 
Camp, intervene, calling that 
analysis into question: specifi- 
cally, gold and Aerosmith. 

My admittedly unconsidered 


view on whether Run-DMC 
were serious about the gold is, 
“Sort of.” Many other people 
were quite serious, and killed 
each other on the street for it, 
as well as for fashionable shoes, 
but the Run-DMC aesthetic 
had as one of its primary com- 
ponents the Camp sensibility: 
consider also the bowlers and 
canes, borrowed either from an 
extremely outmoded, and there- 
fore comic (and Camp) form of 
dandyism, or else from A 
Clockwork Orange, Kubrick’s 
crucial contribution to the 
Camp canon. 

As for Aerosmith: obviously a 
monolithic topic in itself. The 
initial Aero-sthetic was a version 
of ’70s Rolling Stones deca- 
dence (itself predicated upon 
Camp, so we’re on shifty 
ground), but I think Steven 
Tyler et al. may be members of 
the genuinely retarded minority 
of culture producers whose 
earnest works comprise the 
most sacred Camp: they’re “it,” 
but they have no idea what “it” 
is. In this complicated fashion, 
Aerosmith, who to my knowl- 
edge do not wear Adidas track- 
suits, were and remain repre- 
sentative of the central problem 
of American cultural production 
today: we don’t know when 
we’re camping and when we’re 
not. Run-DMC, in sampling the 
guitar from “Walk This Way,” 
may have been obliquely mock- 
ing Aerosmith (and thereby de- 
liberately camping). Then again, 
that’s a pretty fantastic guitar 
lick; and Tyler is an iconic pres- 
ence in American rock regard- 
less of his relation to Camp. 

So were Run-DMC camping 
with the tracksuits? No, but 


yes: as with the gold, an ele- 
ment of in-joke clowning was in 
shimmery evidence. The disso- 
lution of Sontag’s Manichaean 
divider between naive and de- 
liberate Camp was underway 
(and incidentally, further evi- 
dence was provided for the the- 
sis set forth nearly half a centu- 
ry ago by Ralph Ellison and Al- 
bert Murray, that American cul- 
ture is African-American cul- 
ture, and vice-versa). 

The Beastie Boys, close on 
the heels of Run-DMC, are at 
once farther from their sources 
and more nakedly vulnerable to 
deconstruction. Before the 
recording of License To IIl, they 
were a pimply hardcore band. 
As such they had a relation to 
Camp, but not to Adidas track- 
suits, so we will treat the Beast- 
ie aesthetic as it was posited at 
the time of License To Ill, and 
thereafter tracksuits were in 
evidence from the release of 
that album onward. The func- 
tion of the tracksuit in the 
Beastie aesthetic is deliberate 
Camp, of course — License To 
Ill was to rap albums what This 
Is Spinal Tap had been to rock- 
umentaries. But the nature of 
the endeavor was retroactively 
influenced by two factors not 
present in the This Is Spinal 
Tap phenomenon: monumen- 
tal, as opposed to widespread 
cult, success; and the youth of 
the performers themselves. 
Mike D; Ad-Rock, and MCA 
were in their middle teens at the 
time, and though they pos- 
sessed a sophisticated humor 
and better rhythmic sense than 
the rest of us, they were no 
more capable of naming their 
sensibility than we were. Their

explosive success effectively 
forced them to take an aesthetic 
stand — reductively, “Track- 
suit.” 

Sontag muses in her intro- 
duction that Camp is “unmis- 
takably modern, a variant of so- 
phistication but hardly identical 
with it.” If millions of teenagers 
in the late ’80s were capable of 
responding to License To Ill — 
which they (we) were — then at 
the time of our earliest exercise 
of independent taste, we were 
operating from a Camp sensibil- 
ity. We leapt over conventional 
sophistication entirely, and land- 
ed in its farthest lagoon. That is 
not to say that the album was an 
insignificant effort, creatively or 
artistically — au contraire. 

That single album, more than 
any other, defined the aesthetic 
that is ours: we knew, in our 
deep hearts, that it sucked. But 
we liked it. The same question 
applied to Run-DMC’s mobi- 
lization of tracksuits (Were they 
camping?) can be applied to the 
Beastie Boys’ mobilization of 
same, but with declining effect. 
The answer in this instance is 
neither “Yes” nor “No” nor 
“Sort of.” It is, “What?” 


N 1992 I BOUGHT another 

Adidas tracksuit. This one 
was powder blue and silver, but 
with the sweet old shine and 
stretch. I had just graduated 
from college, and it seemed the 
exact outfit I needed to express 
the relation I took to my past: 
disdain for the self I had been 
(a fat boy with bird shit on 
him), but also a fondness for 
that self that would have been 
impossible any earlier. Sontag 
addresses this aspect of the 


Camp sensibility in Observa- 
tion 31: “It’s not a love of the 
old as such. It’s simply that the 
process of aging or deteriora- 
tion provides the necessary de- 
tachment — or arouses a nec- 
essary sympathy.” I had also 
noticed that among the sartori- 
ally attuned, Adidas tracksuits 
(which had never disappeared 
entirely) were enjoying a subtle 
renaissance. I am not overtly 
modish; to underscore the joke 
component of my purchase (as 
well as to prevent the hem from 
snagging in my bicycle chain), 
I cut off the pants around the 
knee. Predictably, I received 
many compliments on my suit 
as well as a validating measure 
of derision from the unin- 
formed, and was quite pleased 
with myself. 

Around that time a friend of 
mine was an assistant to Kal 
Ruttenstein, the arbiter of chic 
at Bloomingdale’s. My friend 
told me that, as a birthday gift, 
she and the other assistants had 
given Mr. Ruttenstein a black 
Adidas tracksuit, which he wore 
happily about the office as he 
smoked narrow cigarettes 
through a tapered amber hold- 
er. I wasn’t quite sure what to 
make of this information. Did it 
mean that I was independently 
fighting the same honorable 
battle of taste as fashion’s fore- 
most phalanx? Or did’ it mean 
something else altogether? I vis- 
ited Manhattan to find out. 

I found a store in the West 
Village with nothing but Adidas 
clothing, and all the girls were 
wearing those halters and long 
dresses which you remember 
from that year: skin tight and 
triple-striped. Obviously it was 


time to retire my tracksuit. I did 
so, but with a queasy feeling 
that I hadn’t quite grasped the 
situation. Indeed I had not, 
though it took some time to re- 
alize exactly what I’d missed. 

The 56 observations Sontag 
lovingly ticked off between the 
first and the last observations 
have evaporated as conditions 
for celebrating the odious. So 
have the examples of Camp — 
Tiffany lamps, Flash Gordon 
comics, Swan Lake — that she 
cited at the time. “The ultimate 
Camp statement: it’s good be- 
cause it’s awful,” is the only one 
that continues to operate, and 
even that has been reduced to 
the fond, “That sucks!” It’s not 
the particular objects constitut- 
ing Camp that matter, but the 
mode of appreciation we bring to 
them. And now that we all have 
access to that mode, it is cheap, 
as banal as the objects upon 
which it was originally turned. 

A fatter target than the track- 
suit, obviously, is that dull 
undying phenomenon, Aaron 
Spelling television shows. Clear- 
ly, the shows are bad — that is 
not in question. I feel safe in es- 
timating that there are three or 
four thousand genuine morons 
who appreciate the shows with- 
out the interpretive framework 
of Camp, but those people rep- 
resent an insignificant portion 
of the Nielsen ratings, and are 
also unlikely to read this article, 
so we can forget them. I’m talk- 
ing to you. Most of all I am 
talking to those of you who 
claim to enjoy the shows gen- 
uinely, that you really, really like 
them, or like one more than the 
other. Burying your head in the 
sand of Camp sensibility is a 


logical move for a cultural os- 
trich, but don’t imagine that it’s 
anything else. The same goes 
for interest in drag, aliens, 
Bettie Page, and so forth, or the 
collection of lame artifacts, such 
as limited edition cereal boxes. 
It’s a big bore now, and sadly the 
more kitschily available (e.g., 
N.K.O.T.B.) or schizophrenic 
deliberately arcane (medical 
treatises on schizophrenic 
scatophagy) the interest, the big- 
ger the bore. 

A measure of personal disap- 
pointment attends these realiza- 
tions, of course, and it’s more 
than disappointing that I can’t 
wear my Adidas tracksuit any- 
more. I’m disgusted by my own 
mode of enjoyment, but it’s 
quite difficult to imagine a way 
back to a more innocent type, to 
finding pleasure in things sim- 
ply because they are good. 

Last night I went out to get 
some dinner, and in a not un- 
characteristically creepy move I 
engaged in conversation a girl 
who looked about 16. She was 
wearing an Adidas jacket, hood- 
ed, silver and maroon. I ex- 
plained that I was writing a 
piece on Adidas tracksuits — 
that I got my first one around 
the time she was born — and 
asked her what she meant by 
the ensemble. She didn’t under- 
stand. Well, I said, do you like it 
because it’s inherently good, or 
because it sucks? She gave me 
the look I probably deserved, 
and rejoined her companions at 
their table. &

A gay student group Is doing what it can at 
Worcester’s Holy Cross, which has been labeled 


1992, having trekked almost 3000 miles from 
Southern California to attend Holy Cross. 
Attracted to the Catholic school by its academic rep- 
utation, she was eager to begin classes in her major, 
religious studies. But the school’s strong credentials 

weren’t the only draw: her cross-country journey, 
she says, was also a last-ditch attempt to flee her 
budding lesbianism and the confusion it had created 
for her back home. 

“I felt somehow if I got away, all these feelings 
would go away,” Seidler says. “On one level there 
was just that hope.” 

She had certainly picked the right place. Holy Cross 


; EANNIE SEIDLER ARRIVED in Worcester in 


_ was known for its homophobia, which (as students tell 


it) permeated the campus — practiced overtly by the 
student body and subtly by the administration, which 
had refused even to acknowledge there were gay stu- 
dents enrolled in its academic programs. 

It was so bad, in fact, that in 1994 — two years 
after Seidler enrolled — the Princeton Student Guide 
rated Holy Cross the worst university in the country 
for homosexual students, tied for last place with 
Utah’s Brigham Young University. 

Nonetheless, Seidler quickly came to terms with 
her lesbianism at Holy Cross. And soon, she found 
she’d had enough of the school’s environment of 
insensitivity and outright harassment. By her sopho- 
more year, Seidler decided to help form Allies, a 
gay-awareness group established to educate the 
campus about the groups considered by many stu- 
dents to be a kind of unholy Trinity: gays, lesbians, 
and bisexuals. ; 

Allies, which today boasts a mailing list of 299 stu- 
dents, faculty members, and administrators, is the 
second-largest student organization on campus. 
(Student Programs in Urban Development is the 
largest.) And the group’s weekly meetings regular- 
ly draw 25 to 30 students, who hold spirited 
debates on gay issues from both gay and straight 
perspectives. 

Seidler, who graduated last spring and is now liv- 
ing in Boston, is proud of what Allies has accom- 
plished, but thinks more needs to be done. 

“I don’t want to paint a really rosy picture of Holy 
Cross,” she says. “A lot of progress has been made, 
but a lot of changes need to happen. There’s still a

lot of homophobia at Holy Cross. There’s still a lot 
of hidden feelings.” 


OLY CROSS, a four-year liberal-arts school with an 

enrollment of about 2800 students, sits atop 
Worcester’s College Hill. The famously conservative 
student body is less than 10 percent minority students, 
and the college has faced several high-profile racial inci- 
dents, including last year’s much publicized battle 
between the Student Government Association (SGA) 
and the Black Student Union (BSU) over the racial 
makeup of the BSU’s executive board. 

But the most talked-about issue on campus has 
remained homosexuality and the gulf between straight 
and gay students — a gulf some say is a product of the 
Roman Catholic rejection of homosexuality. 

The debate has raged on campus and in the pages of 
the Crusader, the school’s newspaper. During the past 
several years the paper (along with its conservative 
counterpart, the independent Fenwick Review) has 
devoted many a column-inch to pundits who have 
debated the rights and wrongs of the Church’s position 
on homosexuality. 

The Crusader has also covered a string of high-profile 
incidents, ranging from homophobic slurs scrawled on 
dorm-room doors to last year’s flap on campus over an 
Allies decision to bring gay actor Wilson Cruz to speak 
to the student body. 

With all the buzz around gay issues, it may seem sur- 
prising that not until three years ago was homosexuality 
at Holy Cross openly discussed at all — by the 
Crusader, by the administration, or by the students. 
That’s when the SGA and the school’s Council of 
Presidents invited Brian McNaught, author of On Being 
Gay: Thoughts on Family, Faith and Love to speak in 
February 1994. 

McNaught packed the ballroom; almost a quarter of 
the student body showed up to hear his talk about 
homophobia. Although there was already a gay, lesbian, 
and bisexual group run from the chaplain’s office, 
McNaught urged students to form a gay-straight 
alliance to combat homophobia. 

“I think the mentality was that no one here is gay 
or lesbian,” Seidler says of the campus atmosphere. 
“[McNaught’s] speech really made people think 
twice. That was really the talk around campus for a 
long time.” 





Six students, including Seidler, quickly responded 
and formed Allies, with the specific goal of fighting 
homophobia — which, students argued, contradicted 
both the college’s mission and the Church’s doctrine 
of non-discrimination. But it took months for the 
founding members to make the group’s constitution 
palatable to Holy Cross administrators. 

“We had to revise it several times to make it clear the 
group wasn’t about advocating for homosexuals,” 
Seidler says. 

Holy Cross administrators finally gave Allies and its 
constitution the thumbs-up before the 1994 
Thanksgiving break. That decision, however, was greet- 
ed by an outbreak of graffiti, both homophobic and 
threatening, on dorm-room doors at Mulledy Hall. 

About a month earlier, swastikas and racist graffiti 
had been discovered in Mulledy. In reaction to the two 
incidents, members of Allies quickly aligned themselves 
with other multicultural groups and organized a rally, 
which drew 400 spectators on a weekday afternoon to 
protest the hate speech. 

“We made a pretty huge statement, saying, ‘this isn’t 
going to be tolerated at Holy Cross’,” Seidler says. “It’s 
the first time I’m aware of that these groups got togeth- 
er and spoke out against any form of violence or any- 
thing homophobic, sexist, or racist.” 

The demonstration gave much-needed exposure to 
the newly formed Allies, and helped spur interest in 
what the group was trying to accomplish. 

“That really was what inspired people to become 
involved,” says junior Chris Durocher, who is currently 
an Allies co-chairman. “It was a tangible thing they 
could point to and say, ‘This is the kind of attitude that 
prevails at Holy Cross, and we need some sort of voice 
to offset that kind of mentality.’ ” 


LTHOUGH SEIDLER had been leading the fight 
against homophobia at Holy Cross, she had yet to 
discuss her own lesbianism in any public forum. 

“When I got to Holy Cross,” she says, “I absolutely 
felt like I was the only one in the world there who was a 
lesbian, because everything was so quiet. I think for a 
lot of people there’s a pressure to stay in the closet and 
a fear of losing friends. A fear of, “What will a student 
body that’s mostly Catholic think of me? Are they going 
to look at me any differently?’ ”

Homophobia at other Catholic schools 









HOUGH THE homophobia at 


Holy Cross has received its share of 


attention, the school is by no means 
the only college where gay, lesbian, 
and bisexual students feel unwelcome. 

One need look no further than 
Boston College to see a school even 
less tolerant than at Holy Cross: BC’s 
gay-and-lesbian organization has three 
times been denied recognition from 
the college administration. 

In fact, the climates at Holy Cross 
and Boston College are typical of those 
found at Catholic colleges across the 


country, according to Patrick Love, an _ 
associate professor at Kent State 
University who has studied homosexu- ~ 
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ality at Catholic schools. 

“I think colleges are in a tough spot 
for a number of reasons,” says Love. 
“Though they may want to fight 
homophobia. and_ support individual 
students, they have alumni, [and] a 
board of trustees.” 

Love says he’s seen firsthand many of 
the same situations that have occurred at 
Holy Cross, including: gay and lesbian 
students believing they’re the only 
homosexuals on campus; students who 
believed they were called on by God to 


help eradicate homophobia; and schools 


where the campus ministry is the best — 


~-or the only — place for homosexual stu- 
' dents to find support. 
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But what was most striking to Love 
was the hypocrisy he found among 
students. 

“On the one hand, there was a very 
strong sentiment against being homo- 
sexual,” he says. “Yet on the other 
hand, this was also a student body that 
didn’t feel as strongly about such 
things as birth control, premarital sex, 
and divorce. So you had other rules 
established by the Catholic church that 
were ignored by the student body.” 

Love says some students would even 
use Catholic doctrine to rationalize 
their homophobia —- and that takes its 
toll on gay students. 

“Gay, lesbian, and bisexual students 
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are, in general, more likely to be 
depressed and more likely to commit 
suicide,” he says, “and that’s likely to 
be exacerbated at a Catholic college. 
They get a negative message from 
their religious leaders, priests, and 
bishops.” 

Administrators, at the very least, 
could do a better job educating stu- 
dents about the evil of homophobia, he 
says. 

“It’s my belief that Catholic colleges 
can still make sure to send out a mes- 
sage that hate and fear won’t be toler- 


' ated,” he says. “Those messages tend 
_ not to be clearly made.”

Those fears were cast aside in 1995, 
when Seidler and Nancy O’Connor, a 1984 
Holy Cross graduate, took the stage and 
discussed their lesbianism in front of an 
audience of about 800, gathered to cele- 
brate Women’s History Month at an Allies- 
sponsored event. Both O’Connor and 
Seidler discussed the hostile environment 
lesbians faced at the school. 

“As soon as I’d leave my room, I’d put 
my mask on,” Seidler told the audience. 

The following month, two alumni echoed 
those sentiments in a One in Ten story 
about Holy Cross’s rating in the Princeton 
Student Guide. 

“It’s a prison if you’re gay,” Chris 
VanHaight, a 1987 graduate, told One in 
Ten. “It was four years of heterosexual hell.” 

The article chronicled a number of 
chilling incidents, including tales of gay 
students being beaten up in their dorm 
rooms and being verbally harassed 
around campus. 

Andrew Richards, another graduate from 
the class of 1987, relayed an anecdote 
about how the dean of students told him 
he was “the only gay student at Holy 
Cross.” 

Richards apparently doesn’t think the 
atmosphere at the college has gotten much 
better in the past nine years. He wrote to 
the Crusader in 1995 blasting the adminis- 
tration’s attempt to stop Allies from bring- 
ing in Wilson Cruz (of the TV show My So- 
Called Life) to give a speech. 

Allies wanted Cruz to discuss what it was 
like for him to grow up gay and the pres- 
sures he faced. But, according to accounts 
in the school paper, the school was hesitant 
to let Cruz speak because he would be talk- 
ing strictly about his own experiences and 
not discussing the church’s position on 
homosexuality. 

School officials eventually agreed to let 
Cruz speak, but the controversy underscored 
how Allies can sometimes face roadblocks. 

“We really got the runaround,” Seidler 


says. “We finally ended up getting him 
here, but it shouldn’t have been a problem 
in the first place. I think Allies is watched 
and checked on much more carefully than 
any other group on campus.” 

James Nickoloff, an associate professor 
of religious studies and a faculty advisor of 
Allies, disagrees. He thinks that the 
administration does as much as it can, 


Coming Out Day, a male student was spot- 
ted wearing a T-shirt that said, SILLY FAG- 
GOT, DICKS ARE FOR CHICKS, while lifting 
weights in the fieldhouse. 

While the T-shirt may have drawn laughs 
from some, it drew censure in a front-page 
editorial in the Crusader the following week.

given its theological limitations. 

“I don’t think the Jesuit administration of 
the college is really a problem,” he says. 
“The issue goes beyond just a question of 
homosexuality. The question for churches 
also deals with doctrinal change.” 

Regardless of the reservations the admin- 
istration might have about Allies, the group 
has made headway with students. Members 
are quick to point out that Allies has more 
heterosexual members in its ranks than gays 
and lesbians. 

And by increasing awareness, the group 
has managed at least to chip away at the 
blatant homophobia that existed when 
Richards and VanHaight were students. 

“I think it would be going too far to say 
there’s no problem at all for gay students or 
lesbian students on this campus,” says 
Nickoloff, who’s been teaching at the school 
since 1989. “But my feeling is that the cli- 
mate — the culture, in a sense — has 
changed, not entirely, but to an extent that in 
many circles of students and staff it’s unac- 
ceptable to be openly hostile and anti-gay.” 

Case in point: on last fall’s National

rare. The articulate 20-year-old English 
major from Leicester says he’s never been a 
victim of any blatant harassment. 

“It’s not bad at all,” he says. “I know 
there are people on campus who do judge 
me, who perceive me solely through my 
sexuality, but those people are relatively 
quiet about it because the overall climate 
at the school is positive.” 

That’s not to say there still aren’t 
problems. 

“There are students who have had phone 
calls late at night where they say things like, 
‘Fucking queen. Why don’t you faggots get 
off this campus?’ and things like that,” he 
says. 

Durocher — who says he’s avoided such 
incidents himself — attributes part of the 
laissez-faire attitude toward him as a product 
of his high campus profile. Not only is he 
co-chairman of Allies, but he also serves as 
opinion-page editor of the Crusader. 

Durocher, who comes from a family of 
devout Catholics, says he fumbled with his 
sexuality while at Holy Name High School 
in Worcester. He even had a girlfriend at 


one time in an attempt to convince himself 
and others he was straight. 

If he’d admitted to himself he was gay 
while in high school, Durocher says, he 
probably wouldn’t have followed his brother 
Andrew, a 1992 Holy Cross graduate, to 
the school. 

“I would have just assumed it would have 
been a bad place for me,” he says. “Not 
quite right for the type of campus I was 
looking for.” 

Nonetheless, Durocher is glad he came 
to Holy Cross, not only because of its 
strong English program, but also so he can 
make it easier for gay students who follow 
in his footsteps. 

“I don’t want to sound trite,” he says, 
“but I think it’s more important that gay, 
lesbian, and bisexual students do come to 
colleges like this and challenge the commu- 
nity. If there isn’t a presence, then there 
won’t be any change.” 

That’s not to say that the increased gay 
presence at Holy Cross has improved the 
gay social scene. 

“In terms of dating,” says Durocher, 
“that’s still a weird thing, just because it’s 
much more dangerous. I think people can 
handle the abstract idea [of homosexuality], 
but when they see the concrete, it’s a lot 
different. It tends to bother them more.” 

Durocher realizes it will be a long time 
before Holy Cross starts holding mixers 
for gay students. But he’s pleased with 
the strides, however small, that have been 
made. 

“I think before Allies gained attention, 
the administration didn’t admit — I think 
they knew, but they didn’t admit — that 
homosexuality had a presence at Holy 
Cross,” he says. “And now we’re kind of 
forcing them to confront the issue and forc- 
ing them to deal with it. They’re not exactly 
excited about the fact we’re doing this, but 
they’re responding.” ; ad

In the midst of foul-smelling Kenmore Square, the scent of 
curry rises in a small, bustling eatery known as India Quality. 
Although popular for its extensive dinner menu, the restau- 
rant is also a great spot for lunch. It offers a wide selection 
of $5.95 midday specials that include excellently brewed 
coffee or tea. Among the best items on the menu are the ko- 
rmas — coconut-and-cream curry dishes cooked with chick- 
en or lamb. As with most of India Quality’s dishes, these are 
mildly spiced (even if you order the “hot” version), but the 
flavors are perfectly blended. Other prizeworthy dishes in- 
clude the yogurt-infused saag paneer, the sweet butter 
chicken, and the cheese-laden shahi paneer. If you’re with a 
group, split the mixed-snacks appetizer ($4.95), which in- 
cludes tasty vegetable samosas. Also, India Quality whips up 
a tangy mango lassi ($1.25) not to be missed. 

India Quality, located at 536 Comm Ave (Kenmore 
Square), serves lunch Monday through Saturday from 
11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m, and on Sunday from noon to 3 p.m. 
Dinner is served Monday through Thursday from 4:30 to 
10:30 p.m., on Friday and Saturday from 4:30 to 11 p.m., 
and on Sunday from 4:30 to 10:30 p.m.

Cafe Louis

REVIEWER CAN EAT in an awful lot 
A of restaurants before encountering a 
Café Louis. 

The café is tucked into the back of the first 
floor of Louis, Boston, the imposing Back Bay 
pile that once housed the New England Muse- 
um of Natural History. Like its host clothier, 
Café Louis is refined and expensive at a level 
that invites a certain amount of eyebrow-rais- 
ing in a city as proudly unflashy as this one. 
For the skeptic, the argument against Café 
Louis begins with a $16 appetizer and contin- 
ues pretty much as long as you like: no wine by 
the glass for less than $8; sauces applied to the 
plate with intimidating chromatic precision; a 
view through French doors of a rack of $95 
velour sweatshirts. 

The argument for Café Louis is simpler: if you 
care about rarefied food cooked attentively and 
presented with a truly artful hand, this may be 
the least expensive place in town to get it. Per- 
haps, even, the only place.

Along with the torte, we ordered the pan- 
roasted escargots ($12), which arrived in a pas- 
try pillbox, complete with lid. The snails were 
one of those novel ideas that end up as a con- 
vincing argument for tradition: release them 
from their usual sizzling shellfuls of butter and 
garlic, and they turn out to taste a lot like soil. 
(Odd, I know, because cultivated snails aren’t 
exactly fed on dirt.) The accompanying pearl 
onions and chanterelles, though, were unim- 
peachable, as was the salad of seasonal greens 
($7) — a nicely selected mesclun, crisp and 
lightly dressed. 

Café Louis might be really expensive at din- 
ner, but at lunch it’s merely very expensive. In 
the interest of justifying my outlay for this re- 
view, I figured it might not be a bad idea to 
take my editor out for a meal, and he got into 
the spirit by ordering not only the foie gras, but 
also a plate called “crunchy rare tuna” ($16), 
which was a tuna steak deep-fried in a light 
batter. This is a treatment with tuna I’ve seen

A chef I know once described the food at Café 
Louis as “very touched” — meaning, as I un- 
derstood it, that the food shows signs of chefly 
intervention from conception to the final presen- 
tation. You might call it New York cuisine, a 
way of applying the Californian doctrines of 
freshness and color-conscious austerity to rather 
indulgent Continental ingredients. When all the 
pieces are in place, as they usually are here, the 
results are worth the New York price. 

The young chef here, Michael Schlow, has 
started to attract national attention — Esquire 
named this one of America’s best new restau- 
rants of 1996 — but the venue is still small 
enough that every plate bears his imprimatur. At 
dinner one night, Schlow even circuited the din- 
ing room a couple of times to be sure everyone 
was happy. And who wouldn’t be happy with (or 
at least entertained by) the potato-and-mush- 
room torte ($11)? To the satirically inclined, the 
dish could have been the punch line to a joke 
about modern food: no bigger than an inch and 
a half square, the tart resembled a slightly out- 
sized petit four. It was built in layers: thin strips 
of undercooked potato alternating with wild 
mushrooms. The thing looked exquisite, sur- 
rounded by three long, perfectly crisped bits of 
sweetbread. The one flaw of the piece — I 
mean, the dish — wasn’t so much its size (noth- 
ing wrong with an appetizer that leaves you in 
the mood for more eating) as a slight shyness of 
mushroom flavor. 





Well, you’re paying for 
ambiance, too, and it is a very soigné little spot 
for lunch. 

Not bad for dinner, either. The atmosphere is 
a bit different at the two meals: lunchtime, Louis 
seems to be a midday break for people who 
spend their day trying on very expensive cloth- 
ing; evening sees more in the way of (sedate) 
celebration dinners. I presided over, uninten- 
tionally, an all-truffle dinner: the fettucine spe- 
cial ($19) with oyster mushrooms and 
chanterelles (with truffle oil in the sauce), and a 
loin of New Zealand venison ($33) with roasted 
baby artichokes, squash, carrot sticks, and 
chanterelle mushrooms, accented with a beet- 
red sauce and served on a bed of creamy polenta 
infused with a really fine (and conspicuous) 
truffle taste. 

Desserts were exemplary: a remarkable créme 
brilée ($7), with a vanilla-bean scent and a per- 
fect, glassy top crust, and a banana-almond tart 
($7) with wild filigrees of crisp-fried banana ar- 
ranged on top. But the real dessert news here is 
Sauternes sorbet, the finest ice I’ve had in 
years. Flavored with just a bit of vanilla, it was 
the ideal coda to a dinner of drop-dead-luxuri- 
ant cookery: not shy about its distinguished ori- 
gins, but nevertheless not rich for the sake of 
richness, a dessert that proves itself not with 
sugar but with subtlety. That it came with a 
poached pear stuffed with thick cream (nomi- 
nally the focus of the $9 dessert), and a dab of 
diced-quince compote with Roquefort cheese, 
was almost incidental. =
